Hiunmarp of Hews from the Far Vast. 
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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The present mail brings our advices from this port down to 
the 27th July. The P. and QO. steamer Singapore, which 
should have brought the London mail of May 26, arrived on 
the 16th, but without the mails, as the postmaster at Shanghai 
had put them on board the P.M.S.S. Costa Rica, which, going 
round by Nagasaki, was not in until the 20th—four days a.ier 
the regular mail steamer Singapore. The P.M.S.S. Colorado, 
that was to leave San Francisco on the 3rd inst., was about due, 
and was anxiously expected. London telegrams extended to 
June 14. ‘The following is from the Japan Times : — 


“This incident ought to induce our countrymen here to join 
with the China merchants in petitioning Government to grant 
a proper subsidy to the P. and O. Company. The directors’ 
last report shows how tho competition of the Messageries Im- 
periales has diminished their profits, and they will soon cease 
running steamers for nothing or less, and then a trade which 
brings in seven millions sterling to the English treasury in 
duties, and seventy times seven millions in value to the English 
trade returns, wil) be dependent for the intelligence which is 
its life on French or American post-offices and mail packets. 
Is it uot strange that, at the very time when the American 
Government—recognising the evil done to its commerce by 
English shipowners having taken from American much of 
their carrying trade—should be doing everything in its power 
to encourage and foster their merchant service, our own 
should not only refuse extension of subsidies to such an enter- 
prising and importaut company as the Peninsular and Oriental, 
but absolutely proposes reduction ?” 


Our account of the recent political crisis at Osaka (says the 
Times) is confirmed in all material points from various sources. 
The Gorojiu’s proclamations which we published last ma‘l 
indicated, as we observed, a tendency on the part of the Shiogoon 
to admit the Daimios to share in the foreign trade. Pro- 
clamations by the Mikado, issued about three weeks since from 
Miako, ratify the Shiogoon’s late arrangements with the 
foreign Ministers, and order the cessation of hostilities against 
Chiosiu. The authenticity of our information is now, we think, 
set beyond a doubt.

F However, it may be now accepted as certain that there has 
been a serious emewte at Osaka, apparently only prevented 
from assuming the proportions of a revolution by the good 
temper and statesmanlike exertions of the Shiogoon and four 
old Daimios. We are sorry that we cannot yet assure our 
readers in Europe that the vexed question of the Daimios’ 
claims is altogether set at rest. But it is much to have 
settled the Chiosiu difficulty, and we may rely with some de- 
gree of confidence on other points of difference being adjusted 
as amicably. The trade with foreigners can no longer be confined 
to the Kuanto— the eight provinces immediately under the rule 
of the Shiogoon—and kept up, as now, almost as a monopoly for 
his benefit. The foreign Ministers see this, the Shiogoon him- 
self is awake to the fact, and, most important of all, the 


Daimios are convinced of it, and ready to use “the last argu- 


| maent of princes,” if need be, to gain their enda. We can but 
conclude that their just demands will be very soon conceded, 
and then, but not till then, will become possible the realisa- 
tion of those golden dreams of a rich and enormous trade with 
this country which have floated before the eyes of every 
traveller since the days of Antonio Mota and Francisco 
Zeimoto. 

The Japan Times gives the following account of the gross 
fraud practised on the Japanese Government by certain United 
States citizens :—“ Four years ago America] was represented, 
most unworthily, by General Robert H. Pruyn. Accustomed 
as the Japanese had been to the fair dealing and honourable 
conduct of his predecessor, Mr. Harris, the Government gave 
Mr. Pruyn credit for tho same qualities—and for three ships of 
war to boot. They paid him, in 1863, $637,000 in clean 
Mexicans, and early in 1866 arrived one of the two smaller 
vessels bargained for—the fFusiyama. The Japanese 
were much disappointed with their purchase, aver- 
ring that she was not sufficiently strong for a vessel 
of war, that her machinery and armament were by no 
means what they expected, and that she was, altogether, “a 
clock that wouldn’t figger.” Our readers may remember an 
incident, related in our chronicle of the war in the Inland Sea, 
which would seem to justisfy the native estimate of the Fusi- 
yama. A little double screw steam yacht of eighty tons, the 
Otentosama, armed with Blakeley steel guns, which had been 
sold to Chiosiu, ran up alongside the Fustyama in Shimonoseki 
Straits, fired her diminutive broadside into her—spun round and 
gave her the other and passed on without the. Shiogoon’s ship 
returning a shot. She was in fact, a hopelessly bad bargain. 
After waiting in vain for a long time for their 
ships or the balance of their money, the native 
Government, advised what course to pursue in New 
York by an American house of high standing in Yoko- 
hama, and accredited to Messrs. Low Brothers, sent an Km- 
bassy whose appesurance has created, according to the Mew 
York .Herald, vo little surprise and much conjecture as to its 
object. Meanwhile Mr. Pruyn and his partners, to use no 
harsher word—Mr. Thurlow Weed and Mr. R. L, Lansing—had 
the use of the $637,000 or the bulk of it—an enormous sum in 
United States currency, all through the war. When Mr. Pruyn 
left Japan to exercise his talents in a larger sphere, he “ran” for 
the office of Lieut.-governor of New York (which for the credit of 
the city we may state he did not obtain), and it was not sup- 
posed at the time that his election expenses, which, from undis- 
covered causes were singularly heavy, had been saved out of the 
modest salary which the United States allows its Minister in far 
Japan. After the Japanese had been presented to the Presi- 
dent, the Herald, we observe from the issues of the 3rd and 
5th of May, obtained the necessary information, and having 
called attention to the visit of the Embassy by stating, with 
grave humour, that England had requested the Shiozoon’s me- 
diation in the matter of the Alabama claims, exposed the 
whole of this most nefarious transaction, and cailed em- 
phaticaily for strict and searching inquiry, pointing out with 
great truth how much the better policy is honesty, and how 
American intcrests must suffer from such deception, which had 
driven the Japanese Government to France and Holland to be 
better served. The discomfiture of Mr. Pruyn and his friends 
will follow of course, for the facts and figures are known and 
are In good hands, and thus ‘ the whirligig of time, brings about 
its revenges.” 

We turn with cordial pleasure to the record of worthier 
work by au American of a different stamp. Our story of the 
events of the past fortnight would indeed be incomplete without 
honourable mention of a dictionary of Japanese and English, 
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just given to the world by Dr. J. C. Hepburn, of the American 
Presbyterian Mission to China and Japan. We hope to be able, 
in our next, to review this valuable work; meanwhile a few 
words upon it here will ;not be out of place. Dr. Hepburn 
has dedicated some years of his life expressly to the study 
of the Japanese language with a view to tramalate the 
Seriptures into that tongue. Them may be many 
who regret that Dr. Hepburn’s time, for much of the rest of 
his life, should be dedicated to what the experience of a 

has shown us to be a hopeless task—the attempt to alienate 
the senuous and imaginative Oriental from his own gorgeous 
aad outwardly attractive religion, and to induce the adoption 
of our pure and simple faith. But his labour has produced 
already a noble fruit in the book we have just received, and if 
he does no more, he may be well content that he should have 
associated his name with so useful and so enduring a monu- 
ment to his toil. 

We alluded in our last (says the Times) to the bankraptey 
of Messrs, Hansard and Black, and commented on the impro- 
priety of hurrying on the sale of the Japan Herald, without 
giving bidders in China and elsewhere an opportunity of 
competing for that valuable property, stated, on the authority of 
the official assignee, to be working at a clear profit of $12,000 
per annum. Mr. P. B. Walsh, of the English Consulate, who- 
officiates in that capacity, afterwards postponed the sale till the 
Ist of August. This is simply, as we have pointed out 
in the Japan Times, paltering with the creditors and the 
late Mr. Hansard’s heirs. The sale, up to the present date, 
could not legally have taken place, for no statement of the 
bankrupts’ accounts has yet been laid before their creditors, and, 
judging from the time which has been consumed in making: 
them up since the date of the bankruptcy—June 2] st—it is 
presumable that they will require rather a sifting examination 
before they are passed. That interests of such magnitude—for 
the liabilities are very much larger than could possibly be ex- 
pected—should be jeopardised thus by an amateur assignee, is 
a very strong argument in favour of the change which we shall 
not cease to advocate until we see it accomplished—the substi- 
tution, for the imbecile system of Consular jurisdiction, of a 
properly qualified Court in Japan. Here is an income of 
$12,000 a year offered for sale at a few days’ notice to certainly 
not more than three local bidders, in a place where capital is- 
by no means plentiful—offered without ‘any advertisement in 
China or America, whence bidders might reasonably be looked 
for—and ‘offered, moreover, before the bankrupts’ accounts are- 
made up, accounts apparently so confused that it is by no means 
impossible that the bankruptcy might prove to be only a tem- 
porary suspension. 

Another case of some interest has been the subject of con-. 
sular jurisdiction during the fortnight, in which Mr. Robert. 
Brett, late of the Chartered Mercantile and Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Banks, moved that the former institution should be- 
restrained from appropriating certain moneys of his, deposited 
as security for his good conduct while in the bank’s employ as 
manager, until the rightful owner thereof should be ascertained. 
An injunction was granted, but though the case was of im- 
portance—other interests than Mr. Brett’s being involved—we 
give no report of it in full, as it must be tried over again when 
whoever thinks himself the rightful owner asks for the money. 

A report has been received to the effect that the remains of 
a ship, supposed to be the Camilla, have been found on a reef 
on the west coast. The Salamis has gone out to verify the 
statement. The Camilla, it will be remembered, was the last 
of those brigs known in H.M.'s service as “ coffin brigs,” an& 
was lost in 1861. 

Sir Harry Parkes has left Yokohama for Hakodadi in the 
Basilisk. He will, it is believed, meet Admiral Keppel in the 
Salamis and Captain Bullock in the Serpent, at Hakodadi, and 
thence proceed in company to examine the harbours on the 
west coast recently surveyed. Lady Parkes remains in Yoko- 
hama, 

Mr. Abel A. J. Gower, recently promoted from the Hakodadz 
Consulate to that of Nagasaki, arrived here on the 24th inst. 
on his way to Europe on leave before taking up his new 
appointment. Mr. Marcus O. Flowers acts for him at Nagasaki 
till his return, and then goes on to Hakodadi as Consul at the 
northern port, where Mr. Eusden at present fills the post as 
Acting Consul. The retirement of Captein Howard Vyse from 
the service is the immediate cause of these changes, and others 
are expected on the opening of Osaka. 

On the 25th July (saya the Japan Herald) took plaes sn 
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event that may rank amorg political affairs, inasmuch as it 
arose out of recent diplomatic agreements with the Japancse 
Government, and is opening adoor that has hitherto been 
strictly closed by the Japanese. Europeans residences are no 
longer confined to the limits of the settlement, but no less than 
125,000 tsuboes (36 sq. ft.—I1st.) of land on the hills to the 
east of Yokohama were offered by the Japanese Government for 
sale to foreigners at an upset price of 25 cents per tsubo, bear- 
ing an anuual rental of $12 per 100 tsuboes; the greater part 
found purchasers, in spite of the high rental, at prices varying 
from 26 cents to $1 per tsubo. In the courseof a few months 
we may expect to see suburban villas all over the bluff, and the 
beauty and healthfulness of Yokohama will be greatly enhanced. 


NAGASAKI. 

We hear from Nagasaki that there is considerable excite- 
ment in that port consequent on the arrest of a large number 
of native Christians, report says severai hundred in number. 
There is no doubt some exaggeration in the accounts that have 
reached us, both as regards the severity of the Japanese 
authorities towards its dissenting subjects, and as to the 
number of Christians who are subject to this new persecution. 
These are not recent converts, but descendants of the Chris- 
tians of the 17th century. In view of the intimate relations 
that subsist between the Government of the Tycoon and the 
French Defender of the Faith, this conduct on the part of the 
Nagasaki officials is not a little remarkable. 

A correspondent gives the following, under date July 19 :— 
‘¢ There is likely to be some trouble here in consequence of a 
number of villagers having petitioned the Government to allow 
them to embrace the Roman Catholic religion. This has given 
great offence to the Japanese officials, who have arrested and 
imprisoned some sixty to seventy people. For the last six days 
the officers with a body of soldiers have been searching for 
those suspected of being of foreign religion, who, when found, 
were carried off to prison. Thus the native town has been in a 
great state of excitement for several days. I hope it will 
not lead to some foreigner being cut down by a Japanese 
fanatic when arresting those who signed the petition. A 
French priest dressed as a Japanese was discovered preaching. 
Him the soldiers carefully avoided, well knowing he was 
intentionally in the way, and would for his cause sake suffer 
himself to be cut down, so as to be vaunted amongst the holy 
army of martyrs. He, however, was so alarmed he did not 
come home for one night, but slept on the mountain, thus 
making fine capital for his religion. So high was the fear of 
being suspected as of the proscribed religion, that Mr. Lindau 
could not prevail upon any of his Japanese coolies to carry 
two bags of rice he gave as a present for the relief of some 
poor children living in {the vicinity of the Roman Catholic 
Chapel. Doubtless, this trouble has been courted by the 
priests so as to bring the French Consul to take the matter 
up. <A few French men-of-war may be expected here shortly, 
and an explanation or satisfaction demanded. If not given, or 
if; there should be undue hesitation, then threatenings, and 
probably a suspension of trade for a few months, all for 
what? for nothing but to satisfy the religious vanity of some 
half-a-dozen useless, lazy, priests—ever mischief making.” 


CHINA. 
PEKING. 

The Jtecorder publishes the following items from Peking :— 
Instructions have been issued from Peking to the provincial 
authorities for the raising of a loan of one million taels, of 
which 100,000 taels is said to be for the purpose of supplying 
rice to the people, in view of the famine which is anticipated 
in consequence of the severe drought. Li, Footai of this pro- 
vince, has been called upon to contribute no less than taels 
30,000 to 40,000, and this is to be raised out of the taxes 
upon trade, so that we may look to adJditional imposts being 
placed upon foreign commerce, both locally and also in the form 
of transit dues, The utter absurdity of tLe stipulations in the 
Treaty as so duties could not be more clearly shown, seeing 
that here is an order emanating not from the local authorities, 
but from Peking, which directly sanctions duties in addition to 
those stipulated for. 

We hear that the Chinese officials at Peking have expressed 
some curiosity concerning Mr. Wade’s prolonged stay at Shan- 
ghai, and are disinclined to attribute it simply to a desire to 
bring out the Tsu Erh Chi. They surmise that he is engaged 
in matters connected with the revision of the Treaty ; and, we 
are told, are endeavouring to obtain some in‘ormation ou the 
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subject by giving instructions that his movements be watched. 
It would seem that there is a regular system of espionage 
adopted in reference to foreign ‘officials of importance ; and if 
we may judge from the accurate manner in which the natives 
obtain particulars of all commercial matters, we may conclude 
that they contrive to keep themselves pretty well au-fait as to 
the diplomatic movements and intentions of our officials. 

The following is from a correspondent who is accompanying 
the Imperial forces :—‘ As far as I can ascertain Li Futai has 
got the rebels in a nice fix in the Shantung province, where 
tke main body of them is now assembled near some seaport. 
In order to prevent them from escaping, Li is sending two 
columns to guard the ma‘n roajs; and to prevent them from 
taking a seaport he has sent despatches to Tsen-kwo-fan, at 
Nanking, to guard the seaports of the Shantung province. Li 
Futai would have pushed the rebels more, but he is awaiting 
orders from Peking. The country people, however, are very. 
much afraid of Li Futai, and are quite astonished to see him 
with so many foreigners attached to his army. The country 
around here is also more cultivated than in Honan, the latter 
being a perfect desert. Nzanhwny is also very fertile’; plenty 
of tobacco is grown there. Li Futai has commanded his 
generals to build a line of fortifications 1,000 to 1,800 li long, 
so as to keep the rebels in the Shantung province, and as soon 
as these breast-works are finished he will inspect them per- 
sonally, and then begin,to fight the rebels in this small com- 
pass.” 

TIENTSIN. 

A letter from this port, dated July 20, says :— 

“The long expected wet weather has not yet appeared, and 
this region is in consequence suffering dreadfully from drought. 
On the 13th inst. we had a heavy thunderstorm with rain at 
Tientsin, but 48 hours later clouds of dust were flying along the 
Takoo-road, proving how little influence the shower had had on 
the ground. On the 15th instant the Peking Gazelte informed 
its readers that the Emperor would visit the temple to pray for 
rain. His Majesty has bestowed half a month’s extra pay on 
the Manchows in Peking, owing to the dearness of food through 
the drought. 

“ Large bodies of mounted rebels are roaming over this pro- 
vince. On the 16th instant they attacked the distict of Jinkew, 
and robbed and plundered the rich people, besides killing some 
sixty or seventy people said to be officials. Since then the 
Governor-General has placed 300 soldiers at Kaou-yang district 
to protect it against any attack by the rebels, and to keep them 
back from Peking. These rebels appear to go about in bodies 
of 800 or 1,000 strong, and being all mounted, keep moving 
over an extensive tract of country. I hear that on the rebels 
appearing in Anping district, the four gates of the provincial 
city of this province called Paouting-foo were closed for over 
thirty hours, and were not opened till four mandarins had 
been appointed to guard them and search the people 
entering the city to find rebel spies. At Anping the Imperi- 
alists had a fight with a body of mounted rebels, and according to 
Yamen, t.e, imperial, reports, slaughtered over 400 and caused 
the rest to fly to the westward. All these reports show a very 
unsettled state of things as existing even in this province, so 
well provided with Imperial forces ; and I fear the country is 
disturbed by rebels and starving people in Shanse and Shense. 
Business in imports is completely stagnant so far as the Shanse 
traders are concerned. In fact there are now scarcely any 
Shanse traders in Tientsin, they having nearly all left for their 
homes, seeing no prospect of doing any business profitably in 
consequence of the famine and rebels. A local dealer has been 
buying some grey shirtings for the Peking market at taels 2.70 
to taels 2.73, but the quantity has been trifling. Otherwise 
I do not hear of any operations in other manufactures. 

“Just at noon, on the 17th instant, Tientsin was thrown 
into considerable alarm by the explosion of a quantity of powder 
stored at the parade ground store, outside the West Gate of the 
city. Even at Tszechuhlin, where the foreign community 
reside, three miles ,from where the powder exploded, the con- 
cussion was 80 severe that the venetians of the windows of my 
house were thrown open. It has since been stated that some 
94 persons were killed and injured by the explosion, and that. 
some 300 packages of gunpowder had been exploded. It ap- 
pears a fire burst out in a building adjoining the depot, which 
communicated with the powder store in a few minutes, and 
caused the explosion.” 

HANKOW. 
A correspondent of the Shanghii Recorder says :—-“ The tea 
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season has come to a somewhat premature termination, and 
might be said to be at its last ebb. Some few small parcels 
have been settled for cash, but no settlements of any conse- 
quence havo taken place for some time,—in fact the native 
dealers are so preposterous in their demands that the foreign 
merchants cannot be prevailed upon by the middlemen to pur- 
chase. Some fourteen or fifteen packages of Russian teas have 
been settled, and are being shipped off by the Rona. Business 
still remains in sft quo, a8 when last I wrote to you ; little 
or nothing doing. 

“The excitement caused by Mackellar and Co.’s failure has all 
but subsided, and the affair is now spoken of ouly as a ‘nine 
days’ wonder,’ and almost forgotten—except by the teamen, 
who are still clamorous not to close any sales but for cash 
payments. Notwithstanding the quantity of tea that is con- 
stantly arriving froin up country they still hold out, and prefer 
storing their produce to trading with foreigners on a more 
liberal basis. 

“ A large quantity of tea has been stored in foreign godowns, 
and the teamen have got advances on it from the banks. This 
E am very glad to see, as it will no doubt have a tendency to 
bring about a new state of things, for when their bills fall due 
they will be sure to scll at a much lower figure than the foreign 
merchants are now willing to pay rather than not take up 
their drafts. The present state of things cannot last, and I am 
in hopes in a very short time to see a reaction in business. 
The green tea season will open in about three weeks ; perhaps 
this will bring them to their senses, and all future scttlements, 
I have no doubt, will prove more remunerative than those for 
some years past.’ 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce has been held, at 
which it was proposed that cash payments should in future be 
insisted on in sales of imports to ;Chinese, but the resolution 
was noegatived on the principle that its tendency would be to 
throw business still more into the hands of native merchants. 
Resolutions condemnatory of the Taotai in issuing the procla- 
mations he has done subsequently to Messrs. Mackellar and 
Gordon's failure were proposed and adopted. The Pritish, United 
States, and French Consuls have written replies to a letter from 
the Hankow Chamber of Commerce, unanimously condemning 
the action of the Taotai. The letters are characteristic of the 
nations from whose representatives they respectively emanate. 
The British Consul says nothing as to his intended line of action ; 
the French Consul states generally that the Chamber may rely 
on his support in this as in all cases when redress of grievances 
has to be obtained ; while the United States Consul states 
without reservation that he will take measures in concert with 
his colleagues to show his Excellency Wang that his ground is 
absolutely untenable. 

We learn from Hankow that “ the chief of the Mahommedan 
rebels in Yunan has proclaimed ‘himself Emperor, under the 
title of Tsin-lin.” 

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings Shanghai dates to August 6. The 
French mail of June 19 arrived out on the 31st of July, with 
London telegrams to July 6. The following items of news are 
from the North China Herald :— 

A meeting of the Volunteer Corps has been held, at which 
its finances were shown to be 300 taels to the bad. It was 
resolved to sell sufficient rifles to cover this deficit, and to call 
another meeting in September, to decide on any further measures 
in respect to the corps. 

We are glad to learn that the last year’s working of the 
Kiachta line has been sufficiently remunerative to evable Mr. 
Grant to repay the old shareholders the first instalment of their 
capital at the time fixed. 

A special proclamation from Peking has recently been issued 
by the Che-hsien of Shanghai, and by the Chinese authorities 
of places near the means of water communication, to the effect 
that, on account of the scarcity of provisions occasioned by the 
protracted drought in the North, no duties will be levied upon 
rice sent by Chinese merchants to Tientsin and the northern 
ports. 

The East India Telegraph Company appears to have deferred 
for the present its scheme of introducing telegraphs into China, 
convinced of the difficulties attending the task. By the last 
mail the directors announced this fact to their commissiouer in 
China, saying however that they hoped to resume their rela- 
tions with him at uo very remote period. “ A due regard,” 
they add, “for the economical administration of the affairs of 
the company, for the change in their plans of laying down 
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cables first, and the evidence you furnish that nothing can be 
done at present in China to promote the original plans of land 
lines, either by obtaining concessions or iu securing a part of 
the capital necessary, all being taken into careful consideration, 
have determined the company on this line of action.” 

The barque Zodiac, bound to this port from Newchwang with 
a cargo of beancake, got on shore on the North bank, on her 
way up the river with a Chinese pilot on board. She has 
since been got off, but had to be towed up to Shanghai and 
beached on the Pootung side, to prevent her sinking. 

Everyone has known for some time that the Church finances 
were embarrassed, but very few are aware of their complete 
exhaustion. It was known that sufficient funds did not remain 
to complete the building according to the design, but no one 
anticipated the deadlock which has actually come to pass. No 
one thought, when the foundation-stone was laid twelve months 
ago, with such elaborate ceremony, that the walls would be 
stopped half way. Yet such, we believe, is the present position 
of affairs ; every dollar is expended, the contractor is barely 
paid for work done, and the church is little more than half 
finished. 12,000 taels are required to enable even a tem- 
porary roof to be put on the building, besides eome 
3,000 taels for extra charges, and 26,000 taels are wanted to 
enable its perfect completion according to the design. Two 
schemes have, in this emergency, suggested themselves—the 
raising a loan, or the sale of a slice of land sufficient to raise 
the required sum. Tentative negociations have, we are told, 
been entered into for a sale of land, and a quasi promise of 
advancing the necessary funds on mortgage, has been received. © 
It will he well that the matter should be fully discussed, and 
the difficulty thoroughly appreciated, before a final expression 
of opinion is asked from the community as to the course to 
be pursued. The plans first (received from Mr. Gilbert Scott 
involved an outlay of t!s. 90,009 ; and a resolution for their 
adoption and for the commencement of the work, was actually 
passed at a meeting of subscribers held iu February, 1865. 
At that time, too, the trustees had only 25,000 taels in hand ; 
and it is characteristic of the sanguine disposition which then 
pervaded Shanghai that a proviso attached to the resolution, 
that an additional 20,000 taels should be collected before the 
building was commenced was thought a comparatively trifling 
restriction. Fortunately, a technical objection led to delay, 
after which a more sober view was taken. Gilbert Scott’s plans 
had been much altered ,by Mr. Kidner, and in deference to a 
prevailing wish the trustees sent them for his approval 


before acting on them. The delay involved in this 
reference enabled e clearer perception of the Church’s 
monetary prospects to be arrived at. And, twelve 


months later, when a new meeting was called to hear 
Mr. Scott’s approval of the alterations, this feeling had so 
far grown that a reduction of tls. 30,000 was made in the esti- 
mates, by the substitution of a wooden for a vaulted brick roof, 
of brick for granite arches, and by the abandonment of a 
spire. These amended plans, the trustees were authorised to 
commence carrying out with tls. 30,000 only, of the tls. 60,000 - 
needed, in hand. The present dead-lock is a result of this re- 

liance on the future. The impecuniosity, however, from which 

Shanghai has lately been suffering, was then only beginning to 

be felt, and tke collection of even tls. 30,000 did not seem a 

hopeless task. 

Considerable excitement has been caused in the settlement 
owing to the deaths of two Europeans by hydrophobia. Both 
of them were bitten some time since. The Municipal Council 
have since taken steps to suppress the great number of dogs 
which are always to be found loose in the streets. A notice 
has been issued saying that all dogs found unmuzzed in the 
streets would be taken by the police, and if not owned within 
forty-eight hours, would be destroyed. The French Municipal 
Council has been invited to take joint action in the matter. 

Two lots of land with houses thereon, situate between the 
Tientsin and Ningpo roads have been sold. The one containing 
about three mow seven fun, for taels 10 500, and the other of’ 
about two mow brought taels 4,000. 

The P. and O. steamship Malacca ran down the British 
barque Jientsin from Penang, near Woosung. The barque was 
in tow of Titan. In attempting to cross each other’s bows, 
the Afalacca struck her amidships and sank her instantly. The 
Titan narrowly escaped being dragged down with her. No lives 
were lost, 

‘% An officer of the United States ship Supp’y was seen to quit 
the shore a few nights ago in a sampan for that vessel. As he 
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has not since been heard of, it is probable that he feil overboard 
and was drowned ;. no boatman can be found who is willing to 
admit any knowledge of the circumstance. At Hong Kong, 
where those boats have several hans each, a case of this kind 
would give rise to a suspicion of foul play, but no Shanghai 
jaudah, nor even a couple of them, could very well manage to 
cast a foreigner overboard. 

Messrs. ,Oppert, Scharfenort and (Co. have declared them- 
selves insolvent before the Prussian Consul, and the Agra Bank 
made an application to set aside the adjudication in bankruptcy 
of Messrs. Dent and Co. The rule was refused. 

FOOCHOW. 

A meeting has been held at Foochow to consider certain 
modificatious that may be deemed necessary when the Tientsin 
treaty is revised; but very little interest seems to have been 
shown. Twelve persons only were present, and elected four of 
their number to consider the subject, and draw up a report. 

The wreck of the Zaewan has been sold for $1,700. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices from this port are to the 12th August. The 
English mail of June 26th was delivered on the 2nd Aug. with 
telegrams to July 13th. The Norna (extra steamer from 
Bombay) subsequently arrived with telegraphic dates from 
India to the 19th July. The following items of news are from 
the Overland China Hail :— 

Much discussion has continued on the subject of 
licensing gambling in Hong Kong. There is no public an- 
nouncement of any change in the proposed policy of adding 
to the revenue of the colony by the sums to be paid for 
Licences. 

The twelve Chinese who, by the singular construction placed 
upon the law governing mercantile shipping, are held to be 
the only parties implicated in the mutiny on board the Jeddo 
-——the passengers, dear souls, being asleep and uncopscious while 
the whole affair came off—were on the 7th Aug. handed over 
to the Portuguese Consul, who sent them on board the steamer 
Principe Don Carlos II., Mr. Douglas of the jail providing a 
guard. The efforts made to elucidate the particulars of the 
massacre have unfortunately, despite the efforts of Mr. Stewart, 
the Coroner, to arrive at some tangible statement of fact, been 
unsuccessful, and the legal proceedings taken here have resulted 
only in the establishment of one fact—that passengers on 
board a vessel where mutiny occurs are not held in any way 
responsible for such an occurrence. We trust that the Macao 
Government will take proper steps to carry out justice, now 
that Hong Kong has done more than half its work in ascer- 
taining who are the most guilty of the scoundrels it is about to 
take charge of. We shall await with much interest the conclu- 
‘sion of the trial. The only misfortune is that they don’t hang 
at Macao, or in any way violeutly take life—a fact which is pos- 
sibly fortunate for others than the mutineering murderers now 
handed over to its officials. 

The collapse of the China telegraph scheme will be a source of 
lively regret to all who indulged in hopes of seeing Hong Kong 
and Shanghai connected by the mysterious wire. We were not 
among the number of those who believed that the time had 
quite arrived for the introduction of the telegraphic wire into 
China, although we strenuously advocated submarine telegraphic 
communication between the open ports. The abandonment of 
the scheme conclusively shows, however, that even for this the 
time has not yet come. And Dr. Macgowan may console him- 
self with the reflection that, even had he succeeded in over- 
coming all physical obstacles, and in being able to an- 
nounce to the foreign public in China that everything was 
ready for the commencement of the enterprise, it would have 
been no nearer completion than it now is. Had the idea been 
cordially endorsed by foreign merchants, the company would 
long since have received such assurances of support as would 
have justified it in at once commencing operations. We are 
inclined to question the truth of the statement which appeared 
in the London and China Express, as to orders for the manu- 
facture of the cable having been already given, and the doubts 
we then expressed have been perfectly justified by the result. 

Considering the non-reliability (as now proved) of the reports 
of Dr. Macgowan’s successful efforts in the north which have 
already reached us, we naturally hesitate before giving too 
much credence to the published rumours of his partial success 
in Japan. So long however as a gleam of hope exists in that 
direction, we trust he will not relax his efforts towards bringing 
the intelligent people of that country into telegraphic commu- 
nication with the Western world. Should he however find that 
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circumstances are not yet sufficiently favourable to justify ex- 
tended attempts in that direction, there is still a field open for 
the exercise of his experience and ability in the proposed route 
from Singapore tu Hong Kong, and which moreover possesses 
the additional advautage of having been the subject 
of public discussion and official approval by Her 
Majesty’s Government. Hefore, however, again devoting 
a considerable amount of time and trouble tu the task of opening 
a way for the telegraph to Eastern Asia, we would advise the 
zealous but somewhat over-sanguine doctor to thoroughly can- 
vass the foreign communities at each point, and to draw up 
and widely circulate a programme of his intended operations. 
Let him first of all clearly ascertain to a fraction the amount 
of guaranteed support he is likely to get from the mercantile 
community, and then calculate how much may be expected from 
those who casually, but with toierable regularity, are likely to 
avail themselves of the line when it is once established. Despite 
a good deal of writing and talking on the subject, this, the first 
and most practical necessity before commencing a novel and 
expensive undertaking, seems to have been comparatively over- 
looked. 

The report of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, to be 
presented at the meeting of shareholders called for the 13th 
August, is highly satisfactory. After making every provision 
for contingencies and setting aside $75,000 fur the reserve fund, 
the directors are cnabled to declare a dividend equal to 83 per 
cent. on the paid-up capital, leaving upwards of $14,000 to be 
carried forward. In the face of the present untoward condition 
of the China trade such a result could hardly have been looked 
for. 

A preliminary meeting of the Hong Kong Chamber of Com- 
merce has been held to discuss matters connected with the 
approaching revision of the treaty, but time was taken for de- 
liberation. 

Ata meeting of shareholders in the Hong Kong Hotel Company 
it was explained that there had been 2,124 shares originally 
subscribed for, and 1,984 shares allotted (the total number of 
shares of the company being 2,000) ; that 86 shares had been 
subsequently forfeited, leaving at present 1,898 valid shares on 
the register. A satisfactory sketch of the company’s prospects 
was drawn by the chairman. 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, we are told, has succeeded in setting 
at rest the much vexed question of the rice trade at Taiwan. 
A positive and definite promise has, it is said, been given that 
the embargo shall be immediately removed, and a notification 
will shortly be published by the foreign and Chinese authorities 
to that effect. In confirmation of this announcement the China 
Hail mentions that a ship has arrived at Amoy with a cargo of 
rice from Takao. The same paper is informed that Sir Ruther- 
ford has promised to do his best to put an end to the obstruc- 
tions in the way of foreigners exporting camphor from Tamsui. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE. 


Dates hence are to the 20th August. The outward mail of 
July 10 arrived out on the 11th August, another quick 
transit of a few hours over 31 days. The French Mail, with 
dates from London to the 17th July, came to hand on the 18th 
August, by which opportunity telegraphic dates were received to 
the 8th August. 

At the time of the despatch of our last Overland Journal, 
says the Straits Times, the riots which. had prevailed at Penang 
for some weeks previous were understood to be at an end ; but 
a few days afterwards intelligence reached us that disturbances 
on a much greater scale, and attended with much more serious 
consequences, had again broken out. On intelligence of this 
second outbreak arriving here a meeting of the Legislative 
Council was called, and the Preservation of the Peace Bill, 
which confers very peremptory powers on the Governor 
in Council was read a second and third time and passed. 
After this his Excellency the Governor proceeded him- 
self to- Penang in tho fnewly-purchased steamer J’ezho, 
together with H.M.’s ship Rifenan, with the view to adopt 
very strenuous measures for the suppression of the disturb- 
ances. These vessels left this on the 14th, and arrived at 
Penang on the 16th instant; but by that time the riots had 
subsided of themselves, the rioters either having satisfied their 
belligerent propensities or being alarmed at the decisive steps 
adopted by Government and the English residents. It is said 
that the Governor has imposed very heavy fines upon the two 
Hoeys which principally maintained the disturbances; but 
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however desirable such a proceeding might be, it is difficult to 
conjecture how these fines are to be levied. The Riflenan 
returned from Penang on the night of the 18th, and the Peiho, 
with his Excellency the Governor on board, is expected to-day. 

The expedition to the Nicobars, undertaken with the view to 
test the truth of the rumours which had been circulated to the 
effect that a number of Europeans were confined there in 
bondage, and if such proved to be true to endeavour to rescue 
them, ‘has been brought to a close. H.M.’s' steamers Wasp and 
Satellite proceeded there in company, having on board the 
Chief Commissioner of Police of the Settlement, and a brother 
of Maharajah’s to act as an interpreter. On arrival off the 
islands, boats were lowered and parties despatched in the 
direction of the villages along the shore; on their 
arrival on the beach however they found all these 
' deserted, the natives having seemingly on the appear- 
ance of H.M.’s vessels decamped into the interior. 
To penetrate the in-lying jungle, if it had been pos- 
sible, would have been a most dangerous task on account of the 
advantages it afforded to the natives for concealed attack, so it 
was not attempted. One girl of apparently European descent 
was discovered, and has been brought back ; but with the ex- 
ception of this, and the burning of a few villages, we suppose 
meant, and which it is to be hoped will be received as a warning, 
the expedition has been without result. What the Government 
are to do with the interesting maid is a question not very 
easily answered. 

PENANG. 

Advices from this port to the 23rd of August are of a satis- 
factory nature, the riots having come to an end. The followiug 
interesting account of the riots was unfortunately shut out of 
our last issue :— 

The principal items of news have reference to the riots in 
Penang and the immediate neighbourhood, which reached to 
such an alarming pitch, that on the 3rd of August a public 
meeting of the inhabitants was held, and the following resolu- 
tions passed :— 

‘‘That from what the members of this meeting have them- 
selves witnessed to-day, they are confident that the public 
peace cannot be kept without the aid of the military, and the 
police under arms as they are at present.” 

“That the Justices of the Peace be called out, and be sta- 
tioned at convenient points, with a force of police and troops ; 
to carry out the Riot Act, if it be necessary to be proclaimed, 
with European inhabitants aiding.” 

‘‘That the European inhabitants do tender their services in 
support of the authorities during the present disturbances, to 
be distributed as the authorities may direct.” 

“That till the Lieutenant-Governor takes the direction, the 
magistrate with the commending officer do fix the position for 
the location in different parts of the town of justices of the 
peace with European inhabitants, the police and troops in aid.” 

Notwithstanding all these precautions the riots increased 
every day. On the night of the 3rd of August the military 
took possession of the town, the principal posts at which they 
were stationed being the new market, opposite Messrs. A. A. 
Anthony’s godown, the Ujong Passir one, on the Prangin road 
commanding the bridge, one of the principal entrances into 
town from the Jelutong district, and the Pitt-street one com- 
manding the scene of Saturday’s conflict. At each of these 
stations there were two justices of the peace keeping alternate 
watches day and night.. During the night the town was com- 
paratively quiet, the streets occupied by the Chinese being all 
well lighted to guard against a surprise. The whole of the 4th 
of August was occupied in the removal to a place of safety of a 
number of Ghi-Hin people with their valuables. The first 
alarm of fighting was given at nine o'clock on the evening of the 
6th of August in Beach-street, where Bishop-street joins it. 
At first the men in Bishop and Church streets were easily con- 
. trolled and sent back to their houses, all was then quiet for a 
few minutes. The sound of musket firing was however soon 
heard and the rush of the Ghi-Hins up Beach-street became 
general ; the small party of special constables and volunteers 

who were on the spot went along with Mr. Nairne, the Justice 
of Peace at that time on the station, towards the scene of 
conflict, which was chiefly confined to that part of Beach-street 
where it is joined by Chuliah-street. The fire was kept up 
with great energy by the Chinese, who were further stimulated 
by the waving of their faction flags ; a brisk fire was also kept up 
from the windows of the houses adjoining ; from one house a 
shot was fired which struck down the havildar of the compan 
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the order was given to fire, and the military, after firing severa 

vollies, advanced and drove the rioters into their houses; the 
house firing, however, still continued, although not so frequent 
as before. Shortly after this a 12-pounder gun was brought 
up, and being loaded with canister shot was fired up 
the strect by which the Chinese had retreated; this timely 
and forcible lesson produced quiet for a short time, and the 
gun was advanced to the next street, toa spot which com- 
manded Chuliah-street and Penang-street on both sides. ‘Time 
was thus got to bring up some more guns, which were imme- 
diately put into position so as to rake the principal streets up 
and down, advantage being taken as much as possible to place 
the guns on the cross roads, by which means the control of 
four distinct lines was'obtained. 

On the 6th inst. it was impossible to say that anything 
would occur, as the whole town seemed quiet. Rumours and 
reports were, however, going about concerning a settlement 
of the dispute between the two principal Kongsis, all very 
contradictory. At the Pitt-street station there was some 
fighting, chiefly about the house adjoining the Toh-peh-kong 
Kongsi-house, and from the mosque behind that there was 
round shot fired from a gun placed on the top of the mosque. 
A twelve-pounder gun was run up China-street to the corner 
of Pitt-street, and a gradual advance was made on the 
Kongsi-house, under cover of this gun. Shortly after 
this a charge was made on the house, and it was taken, 
the windows and doors were then destroyed, and the 
place rendered useless for further mischief; a number of 
arms of various kinds was found inside, but the house was 
quite deserted. In another direction, at the head of Chuliah- 
road, near Love-lane, there was a stiff fight with the military, 
and the officer commanding the detachment was obliged to put 
his men under cover ; the fire from the Chinese being very 
heavy, they were only able to advance step by step under cover 
of fire from the gupo. In about half an hour fhe Chinese were 
silenced, and quiet was again restored. The rest of the day 
was occupied by again consolidating the defences in 
town and keeping down fires. The roads were covered 
with fugitives coming into town, being either burned 
out of their houses, or threatened with it. Every European 
house along the Northern-road was filled with men, women, 
and children. and their goods; every tree which afforded a 
shade was made use of by these unfortunates, and a heavy 
shower of rain in the afternoon did not improve their condi- 
tion. The Chittys and Klings all removed their goods into the 
European godowns, or wherever room was to be had. 

The Rainbow cruised about the harbour, intercepting junks 
and sampans carrying arms and men, and did real good service. 
Captain Webb, in charge of the police-boat, also intercepted 
several sampans carrying arms, and a buffalo-cart full of arms 
was seized in the province, on its way to be sent across. 

The two succeeding days, the 7th and 8tb August, passed off 
quietly enough, although some fighting was goingon, and houses 
were set on fire. Two guns were captured by a body of special 
constables from Chow Rasta, and one of the principal Malay 
headmen taken prisoner with two of his sons; ‘they were marched 
to town under charge of Captain Chevalier and a body of armed 
police, the guns were afterwards taken to the fort. The same 
morning a body of 1,500 Ghi Hins attacked Jelutong, but were 
repulsed by some 3,000 Toh Peh Kongs, and from 30 to 50 men 
killed. A body of Ghi Hins with two guns, 3 pounder howitzers, 
were coming down the road past St. George’s Church, on arriving 
at the corner they were met by the military on one side, and 
by the specials and police on the other. The Chinese, abandon- 
ing their guns, fled in two parties, one escaping round by the 
Court-house and another rushing forward, found themselves 
hemmed in by the military. A number of the latter party 
rushed into the compound of the house occupied by Mr. Pasley 
and the sheriff ; most of these managed to escape by a tree 
over into the adjoining Chinese houses. One man was shot 
dead ; another, after being wounded, was bayoneted to death by the 
sepoys. Three prisoners were taken, one of whom was wounded 
both by shot and bayonet. The guns and prisoners were brought 
to town, and quiet was again restored as far as any serious fight 
was concerned ; there was, however, continual firing going on from 
the houses, and many were killed and wounded. The loss of 
life was very considerable ; at the very least computation one 
hundred were killed in the fight ard numbers wounded ; the 
dead were left behind in some instances, but most of them and 
the wounded were always picked up aud carried away, so that 
it is quite impossible to arrive at anything like a conclusion as 
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to the number killed. The fires went on extending ; all the 
houses on both sides of Titi Papan were burned down ; there 
was also a very extensive fire behind the mosque from which 
the guns had been fired. 


The Penang Gazette in reference to this subject says :— We 
must not omit to say that every one in the Settlement has been 
doing his utmost to preserve order, aud we are mosi especially 
imdebted to the assistance of Captain Chevalier, of the ship 
Dewa Gungadhur,and his crew who really behaved well, and 
were particularly thanked for their services by the Lieutenant 
Governor and Colonel Man. 

Captain Alexanderson has also worked well night and day, 
and the crew of the Coleroon were on shore also doing duty in 
guarding the barricades and guns, in fact every ove had to do 
his work. How long this is to lest we cannot say; we have not 
force enough to put it down with a strong hand, and as yet no 
settlement has been made. We are safe enough in town, the 
fort is held by the sepoys, the fhead-quarters of the regiment 
being removed from the lines to the fort, which is now full of 
ladies and children. 

The men-of-war have been anxiously expected, and it is to be 
hoped they will soon arrive. 

A meeting of the members of 

been keld at the Exchange-rooms, to consider the matter of 
numerous letters having gone astray passing through the 
Penang post-office. Several of the gentlemen belonging to most 
of the firms here gave in a list of letters which had been 
lost, and in some instances the loss was very inconvenient. 
‘After some discussion it was proposed by J. Buttery, Esq., that 
a letter should be forwarded by the Chamber of Commerce to the 
Lieutenant-Governor in reference to the above complaints, in 
order that he may institute such inquiries as he may see to 
be necessary under the circumstances. 
_ By the mail just received, we learn that on the evening of 
Avg. 14 the colonial steamer Peiho arrived with his Excel- 
lency the Governor, the Attorney-General, and his Excellency’s 
private secretary on board. The Rifleman came in at the 
same time. On board the Peiho were twenty-five artillery men 
under the command of Lieut. Hickson, who immediately pro- 
ceeded to the Fort and took their quarters there. Tho next 
day the Satellite arrived from the Nicobars vid Acheen. There 
was no longer much danger of a renewal of the riots with 
such a force at our disposal. 

The next day an Armstrong gun was landed and placed at 
one of the barricades under a guard of the sailors of the Wasp, 
bat as tranquillity seemed to be entirely restored, it was with- 
drawn the day after, and the barricades also removed, thus 
giving free transit through all the streets. 


During the few days at the beginning of the week the police 
and special constables were occupied in endeavouring to arrest 
the heads of the various Kongsis Chinese and Malays, and the 
result has been that nearly all of them have been safely 
lodged in the Fort, pending a settlement of the dispute which 
has brought about these late riots. There have been several 
arbitrators appointed, but as yet no satisfactory arrangement 
has been come to. 


Quiet is now restored, and trade appears to go on as before, 
the various tradespeople are pursuing their avocations as usual, 
and we have no doubt that there is an end of any more fight- 
ing for the present ; for the future, the Government, by means 
of legislation must be looked to for protection ; we trust it will 
be short and sharp.

prices. The new Teenkais have begun to arrive nearly one month earlier 
than usual; at present about 5,000 haif-chests are on offer. The qualit 
is greatly inferior to that of last year, the colour being dull and mu 
mixed. Teamen are asking last year’s prices for these teas, but we have 
not heard of any offer having yet been made. As stocks accumulate, the 
teamen will be glad to accept lower rates, and we shall probably be able 
to advise the opening of the market in our next. The fortnight's settle- 
ments comprise :— 9,000 half-chests new Pin suey, fair to good, tls. 32 to 
40 ; 2.800 do. new Hoochow, fair to good, tls. 32 to 33 ; 200 do. old 
Fychow, good, tls. 29. 

Hankow.—Teamen were not anxious sellers during the early part of 
the fortnight, having generally succeeded in getting advances on their 
Teas, but latterly there has been more disposition to do business, and 
settlements amount in all to 19,400 chests, to which is to be added 1,700 
chests contracts, and 4,300 native shipments. Prices generally were five 
mace to a tael below last mail's rates. Very few of the second crop 
Oopacks had found buyers, the demand chiefly running on the Oonam 
kinds at tls. 16 to 18. Quotations are :—QOopacks, fair to medium, tls. 
17 7.5 to 24; Oonams, fair Oonfa, tls. 16 to 17 7.5; ditto, common to 
fair, tls. 10.5 to 18.5. 

Kivx1anc.— Black Teas: The teamen continue to prefer taking the 
chance of the Shanghai market to accepting the prices offered them on 
the spot, and only one chop has been settled out of the 44 arrivals. This 
was a sinall parcel of 357 half-chests Ningchow at taels 21.5. Some 
2,000 packages remained in stock. Quotations were—Ningchows, com- 
mon to fair, nominal; Hohows, nominal. Green Teas: The season 
turns out to be earlier than usual, and the new Teas may be expected in 
ten days’ time. The cost is still said to very moderate. 

Foocuow.—Congou: An active demend has con:inued for shipment 
to the United Kingdom and the Colonies, but the unsold stock gradually 
increasing on their hands, the teamen have submitted to slightly easier 
rates for all grades offering on the market. The second crop generally is 
poor, but some of the teas from the upper districts stand out well from the 
rest. The first of the teas of the third crop are expected to come forward 
shortly. Souchong: Settlements have been almost entirely coufined to 
the common and medium kinds, the finer grades having nearly all gone 
forward in earlier ships. Oolongs: Considerable quantities have arrived 
during the past fortnight, including some of the well known finest chops. 
Three small cargoes have been despatched for San Francisco. Flowe 
Pekoe: Several parcels have been settled at full prices, a portion being 
probably intended for the coast trade. Scented Teas: There has been 
considerable demand for these descriptions, and the teas that are left being 
generally of inferior quality, the bulk of present settlements do not show 
as good value as earlier shipments. 

CanTon.—Three, more chops of Country Congous have been settled at 
slightly advanced rates and two fresh chops have arrived at market. 
Holders are firm. Scented Teas : At the commencement of the fortnight 
the teamen raised their rates for both Capers and Orange Iekoes, but 
finding little or no demand they were obliged to submit to a reduction, 
and the market closes at about the same rates which were ruling a month 
since. A further decline may be expected in view of the large quantities 
gone forward. Quotations are as follows :—Country Congou, tls. 24.5 to 
25.5; Country Greens, Gunpowder, tls. 34; do., Young Hyson, tls. 24; 
Canton Congou (new make), tls. 15 to 20; Young Hyson, tls. 19; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, tls. 24 to 32; Scented Caper, tls, 134 to 26; 
Gunpowder, tls. 18 to 22. ‘ 








COMMERCIAL REPORT.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YoxkouaMa.— Quite a revival has taken place in our market for a 
variety of woollen goods, many of which had for some time been exceed- 
ingly dull. In our staples—plain Cottons and Yarn—we have to note on 
the contrary rather a falling off in demand, and though we make no change 
in last mail’s quotations, we should have to do so had much business been 
done. For 16 to 24s and 28 to $2s holders of the latter staple would 
have to submit to a reduction of perhaps €0.50 to §1 to effect sales. 
38 to 42s are an exception to our general remark, being saleable at pre- 
vious rates. The arrival of the Barracouta and Caractacus have increased 
the stocks of Grey goods, and buyers appear to be holding off for a fall. 
SS Camlets, on the other hand, are in better demand, $16.50 to $16.75 
can be got for best. Scarlet we can quote at $20, and Black at $17; 
but SS only are saleable, and other qualities are nominal, at our 
reduced quotations. Black Velvets are again lower, but in fair 
demand, and at the figure in our tables sales have been made. For 
best, holders have to give way $0.25 and for inferior, $0.50. Coloured 
Velvets are not wanted and quotations are nominal. The large arrivals 
have much affected Lawn, which has dropped $0.10. Good Lastings and 
Crapes have gone off in small quantities at the prices we give, as have 

also blankets. Dyed Brocades, Spots and Chintzes are heavy in stock, 
and we see no sign of an early improvement. Lustres and Orleans, plain 
and figured, are in the same state, and of Taffachellas the stocks are 
enormous, with no demand. Metals are without change. Sugar and 
Rice have again fallen in value, and stocks of the former are now left 
almost unsaleable in the holders’ hands. The weather being most favour- 
able for the native Rice crop, and everything promising a large out-turn, 
it is to be feared that the great quantities of foreign grain now in our 
market will soon be in the same position. 

SHANGHAI.—Grey Shirtings: The business done in these goods has 
been limited, and prices have gradually weakened. The latest news from 
the north does not seem as yet to have produced any better feeling ; 7 Ibs. 
Cloth maintains its value. White Shirtings have also been less active at 
reduced prices. T-Cloths: There are more sellers than buyers, and rates 
tend in favour of the latter. Long Ells have been in steady inquiry, and 
higher rates are looked for. Camlets are still very dull; one sale of HH 

assorted is reported at as low as tls. 13 per piece. Spotted Stripes are 
without change. Metals: The Juanpore adds to stocks of Iron and 
Lead; Nail Rod quoted at tls. 2.50 to 2.55. Coals: Without further 
arrivals of moment, the market remains pretty much as last noted; the 
turn continues in favour of buyers. Cardiff, from ship's side, tls. 15 
nominal ; English, tls. 14 do. ; Sydney, tls. 10.25 sales; Japan, tls. 7 do. 

Canton.—A decline of $1 isnoticeable in Yarn, and 10 cents in Lead. 
‘Quotations for other articles of import remain unchanged. 

Hone Koxc.—The market for Cotton and Woollen manufactures has 
been in a state of stagnation, owing to the large sales by auction of damaged 
goods ex Solent and Northfleet on underwriters’ account, which have fully 
supplied the immediate wants of the dealers, as well as taken up all their 
ready money, it being the custom to pay cash for goods thus disposed of. In 
consequence of the absence of demand for sound goods, nearly all quota- 
tions are nominal. In some instances holders are disposed to be firm, 
‘but the market has been decidedly weakened, and to effect sales some re- 
duction would in most instances be submitted to. The small sales of Grey 
Shirtings and T-Cloths (sound goods) reported show a marked decline. 
White Shirtings remain utterly neglected. The slight demand for fancy 
€otton goods, reported last mail, has subsided, and there are no settle- 
Mmentsto note. Woollens: The fortnight’s demand has been supplied at 
the auction sale of damaged goods, but the market remains firm, and rates 
have an upward tendency. Metals: Nail Rod Iron continues in good 
demand at about former currencies, Reported sales are all “ to arrive,” 
showing that stocks are inadequate to the demand. There are no sales to 
report of Bar or Hoop Iron. Lead is in some request here, and stocks 
must now be getting low. In Canton, on the other hand, a decline of 10 
cents is noticeable. Coals: Continue to arrive steadily from all parts, 
and the market is consequently still further weakened. hi many instances 
holders will not submit to the low offers which simultaneous arrivals 
always prompt, and prefer to land and store—ample supplies are now 

robably near at hand, and a return to the high rates lately ruling cannot 
expected for many months.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 


SILK. 

YokouaMa.—In our last we reported a very small business, owing to 
the scarcity of silk. The same cause acted against us until about a week 
after the departure of the steamers, when supplies began to come down 
more freely, and the weather being favourable and the crop promising well, 
we may now look forward to an active business, unless checked by home 
advices. The settlements for the mail consist chiefly of medium hank 
sorts, little of fine classic silk having yet come forward. For the best Mybash 
offering $620 is asked and paid: and a few bales of Shimonita are 
held for $870, a price not likely to be had, so long as the present cautious 
temper of buyers is maintained. Koshiu | and 2 is in the market at $780, 
the bolder having refused $760. We have no other changes to make in 
our quotations. Arrivals for the fortnight are, 830 piculs and the unsold 
portion consists of about 100 piculs of old and 145 of new silk. Silk 
Eggs have come down to the number of 140,000 cards, of which 100,000 
have found buyers at apparently extravagant prices, ranging from 4 to 9 
boos per card. It must be borne in mind, however, that boos were laid in 
at 345 per $100, whereas last year they had only touched at this season 
311. 

SHANGHAI.—Business in Silk was resumed immediately after {the 
departure of the last mail, notwithstanding the unfavourable telegraphic 
news of the Home market mentioned in our last report, and confirm by 
later advices. The market when opened appeared somewhat firmer, owing 
to the bulk of the Silk being held by Chinamen, who were ina position to 
hold and not compelled to realize, and this firmness ruled throughout the 
greater part of the past fortnight ; there were, however, some few excep- 
tions, who were, owing to pressing payments falling due, desirous of 
realising their stocks even at a reduction on last mail’s rates, and the 
parcels thus offered were quickly secured by the foreigners. As the 
mail is closing, the market appears somewhat easier, and the dealers 
evince anxiety to realise, owing to continued unfavourable advices of the 
Home market, just received, vid Kiachta. Quotations show a further 
reduction of tls. 10 to 15 for chop and market No. Tsatlee; tls. 5 to 10 
for 4, 5, and common Tsaatlee ; tls. 10 to 20 for Karshing Taysaams; and 
tls. 5 to 80 per picul for Haioings. The settlements are estimated 1,500 
bales, and consist of 770 bales Tsatlees, 250 Tayseams, 250 Hainings aod 


TEA, 

Yokouama.—In this market there has been more activity, and prices 
have slightly advanced. Purchases have been almost wholly on American 
account. The quality of what we have yet seen of the new crop is in- 
ferior, but all native reports agree in promising improvement. Settle- 
ments are about 2,100 piculs, and stocks 2.500. With these we do not 
include 1,000 piculs of unsaleable old Tea. The Pauline is loading for 
New York, the Brewster for San Francisco. 

SHANGHAI.—Black : We have had a moderate but steady business doing 
throughout the fortnight at slightly easier rates. Holders of Oonam teas 
having submitted at last to the offers made them, several chops have been 
settled at 18 taels, a price nearly on a par withthe London value. Good 
Ningchows have been scarce, and have sold readily at taels 27 t0 29. Of 
a piey only a few chops have been offered on this market, but the prices 
paid for them have been fully up to last mail’s quotations. The really good 
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Yuenfas, 150 Sewhings, 50 Laeyongs, 30 Hangchow Tsatlees: total, 
1,500 bales. The majority of the purchases have again been confined to 
market and common Silks, and but few classic chops have found 
buyers, owing to the high prices still asked by the natives for 
these descriptions. The arrivals from the interior have been very 
small, and from Ningpo only 118 bales have been received, therefore our 
unsold stock is reduced to 4,600 bales. Prices: Tsatlee—Chop No. 1], 
t's. 580 to 590; ditto 2, tls. 555 to 560; Market No. 3,. tls. 505 to 525; 
ditto 4, tls. 570 to 490. Taysaam—Chop No. I, tls. 475 to 490; ditto 2, 
tls, 455 to 470. Yuenfa and Hainings, No. I, tls. 485 to 500; ditto 2, 
tls. 465 to 480. Hangchow Tsatlee—TIs. 430 to 460. 

CanTon.— Regardless of discouraging advices from home, and the 
heavy yield of China and Japan silk, holdérs remain very firm, and some 
of them continue to ask fabulous prices. The quotations below, however, 
fairly represent the rates paid for the bulk of Canton shipments per out- 
going mail. The hopes held out of a great improvement in the new silk 
have not been realised, now that the whole of the third crop is on the 
market. The silk turns out to be full sized although rather better in colour 
than the preceding crops. Quotations are as follows :—Loongkong No. 1, 
$540 to 545; do. No. 2, $525 to 530; Kowkong, $490 to 500; Cum- 
chuck Lucklow, $525 to 590; Rereeled Cumchuck, $600 to 610; Pun- 
jum, $140; Tsatlee No. 1, $570 to 580; do.

Sin Freprrick Bruce.—A telegram received on the 20th inst. by the 
Atlantic Telegraph from New York announces the death of Sir Frederick 
William Adolphus Bruce, G.C.B., Her Majesty's Minister at Washington 
Sir Frederick was the third and only surviving son of Thomas, seventh 
Earl of Elgin, and was born June 14, 1814. His Excellency, who had 
for the last twenty-five yews been in the diplomatic service, was attached 
to the late Lord Ashburton’s special mission to Washington in February, 
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1842 ; was Colonial Secretary at’ Hong Kong from 1844 to 1846, when 
in June that year he was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of Newfound- 
land. In July, 1847, he was appointed Consul-General in the Republic 
of Bolivia; in the following vear was made Chargé d’Affaires; and in 
August, 1851, was appointed Chargé d’Affaires to the Oriental Republic 
of the Uruguay. In August, 1853, he was appointed Agent and Consul- 
General in Egypt. In April, 1857, he accompanied his brother, the late 
Lord Elgin, in his special mission to China, and brought home the treaty 
with China, signed at Tiecntsin in June, 1858, and for which service he was 
made a Companion of the Order of the Bath. Sir Frederick was ap- 
pointed Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the Emperor 
of China on the 2nd of December, 1858. He was appointed Envoy Ex- 
traordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to Washington in 1865. The 
late Sir Frederick was made a Knight Commander of the Civil Division 
of the Order of the Bath in December, 1862, and a Grand Cross of the 
Order in 1864. 

FrRaup on Messrs. Buaty, Tate AND Co.—How To Treat Mis- 
APPROPRIATIONS. — Yesterday, at the Justice-room of the Mansion-house, 
Mr. Jobn Watson Grubb and Mr. Arthur Robinson, both of 29, Austin- 
friars, insurance brokers, attended before the Lord Mayor on a summons, 
which charged that they, being intrusted as brokers with securities for the 
payment of money to the amount of £2,000.—namely, certain policies of 
insurence, with directions in writing to pay the proceeds of such securities 
to a person specified in such directions, did, in violation of good faith, and 
contrary to those directions, convert to their own use and benefit the same 
securities and the proceeds thereof. Mr, John Blain deposed that he was a 
partner in the firm of Blain, Tate, and Co., merchants of London and 








Shanghai. They did certainS repairs to a vessel called the Trebol, 
in the beginning of 1866, which belonged to Messrs. Wakefield, 
Nash, and Co., of Liverpool. A debt of £3,000 was due 


to witness's firm in respect of those repairs, and in consequence they 
placed themselves in communication with Messrs. Wakefield and Co., and 
afterwards with the defendants in reference to the collection of certain in- 
surances. The defendants were then carrying on business as insurance 
brokers, and they were instructed by witness’s firm to act as agents in the 
settlement of the affair of the Trebol. Subsequently witness saw 
both the defendants at their office, anit told them that he had made in- 
quiries of the Universal Insurance Company, and was informed that the 
money had been paid long since. They admitted that that company had 
paid, and that they had received the money. Ile then said that 
he had inquired at the ether insurance offices, and found that 
they had all paid except one. They admitted that also. He 
then asked for a check. They said they could not give him one, 
because they were afraid that they should have to suspend payment 
the next day. Ie said that that would make no difference, as they could 
give him the moneys they had received. They then stated that they had 
not pot the money, that it was gene, and that they had to do things 
which they would not have done except in extremities. 
wrote to say that criminal proceedings would be instituted against them. 
They had no authority whatever from him to apply the money in any way 
to their own purposes, Mr. Thomas William Harrison, a clerk to Messrs. 
Blain, stated that he had frequently called on the defendants in July and 
August last, and asked them whether the claim for the Trebol was 
settled. ‘fhey invariably answered that it was not. The Lord Mayor 
said he should remand the defendants until the 1st of October, taking bail 
from them for £2(() each, and one surety of £100 for each. The bail 
was immediately tendered and accepted, and the defendants were forthwith 
set at liberty. We think the conduct of | Messrs. Blain, Tate and Co. 
calculated to set a wholesome example in the treatment of such cases. 

New STEAMER FOR C1uNA or JAvAN.—Another new steamer, the Sun- 
rise, has been despatched for sale in China or Japan. The Sunrise has been 
built by Messrs. Lawrence, Hill, and Co., of Port Glasgow. She is classed 
AAI, and has been constructed under special inspection. Her length 
of keel is 140 feet, breadth of beam 21 feet, depth of hold 11 feet, 
builders’ measurement 300 tons. Her measurement capacity in the hold 
is 835 tons of 40 cubic feet, equal to a capacity of 240 tons in dead 
weight including coals, which is carried at a draft of water 11 feet aft 
and 94 feet forward. The engines, also by Messrs. Lawrence, Hill, and 
Co., are direct acting, with inverted cylinders of 45-horse power, with 
tubular boilers and three-bladed screw. It is anticipated that she will 
make 1()4 knots per hour under steam, consuming about seven tons of coals 
per day. ‘The vessel is schooner rigged, and round stern, with a full poop, 
capable of accommodating 18 passengers. The Sunise has been built in 
a first-rate substantial manner, and in this respect is much superior to the 
elass of vessels usually constructed specially for sale. She has left for 
Hong Kong under canvas, under the command of Captain Alexander 
Buchan, who has the necessary power to sell. Unless sold in China she 
will proceed uncer steam for Japan. 

THe San Francisco anp Cutna STEAMERS.—The outward- bound 
Pacific mail steamers are going to have a coaling station, it is said, on 
Brooks's Island, ‘ midway between San Francisco and Japan.” Is this the 
convenient island which was lately discovered in that same locality, right 
on the steamers’ track, and which, to the chagrin of the discoverers, sud- 
denly disappeared again, like that island of Gladys, sung by Jean Ingelow ? 
“ The mountain isle was gone; the careless sea had quite forgotten it, 
and ail was even as it had been before.” Such a rythmic epitaph might, 


at all events, be written on the island in long. 150 deg. 50 m. W., and | 


Jat. 40 deg. 400 m. N.” ‘The schooner Zeah has just returned to San 
Francisco, telling us that on that spot she found only a‘ tract of disco- 
loured water,” 250 miles long and 86 miles wide. Now, this is notably 
the same “ tract of discoloured water” found previously by the Caroline 
Mills in the same place, and covering the same area. But, though little 
birds like “ sandpipers,” and big birds like ‘ boobies,” and Portuguese 
men-of-war were seen in vast numbers, no bottom was found with 150 
fathoms of line.‘ Shallow soundings ” are hoped for in the vicinity, but 
shallow soundings would not do for a coaling-station. Hence, if Brooks’s 
Island means this terraqueous stretch of discoloured water, it can only be 
used in a metaphorical pleasantry for something fictitious, like “* Brooks of 
Sheffield " in one of Dickens's novels. But we hope that the birds betoken 


a real bona fide island in existence near by, which future explorations may 
make known. 
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Curxese CHILDREN AND THE Penny PostacE.—When Sir Rowland 
Hill set on foot the penny postage he little thought that he was laying the 
foundation of a bridge over which tens of thousands of little Chinese boys 
and girls would toddle into heaven. A correspondent of the Weekly 
Register, by name John Good, writes to that paper, in answer to an inquiry 
as to the use to which defaced postage stamps can be put, to say thata 
good nun once told him that for every single defaced postage stamp 
collected and sent to China, a Chinese child is brought to baptism; and 
that ever since the good nun told him this, he has been diligently collect- 
ting defaced English postage stamps wherewith to save sinful little 
Chinese souls. Why the Chinese should bring their children to be bap- 
tized on receipt of a defaced postage stamp the good nun did not explain 
to Mr. John Good; but that gentleman says that if anybody wishes to 
know he will make further inquiry about the matter. 

DECREASE OF THE CHINESE PoPpuLATION.—Within the last six months 
many thousands of the Chinamen who spent years in the mines of Cali- 
fornia have gone away to Nevada, Montana, and Idaho. The placers of 
the Territories attract them, and in the Silver State they find work on the 
railroad. As for the number who have migrated, there is no record of it, 
but 5,000 would be a very low estimate, and probably 10,000 would be 
nearer the true figure. As many a3 300 have left a single town (Chinese 
Camp, in Tuolumne County, for instance), and in more than one county 
the decrease in the Chinese residents is said to be at least 1,000. The 
certain pay of the railroad, $31 per month, is a great attraction to them, 
and many who remain in the mines say they too would go if the work 
were easier and the hours of labour fewer each day. Those who start for 
the Northern territories give as a reason the receipt of letters from friends 
informing them that there is no miners’ tax, and in many places they can 
get water for washing without paying a ditch company. The foreign 
miners’ tax, and the water tax, together absorb, in many instances, 
half of their total receipts, and a journey of 1,000 miles is willingly 
undertaken when there is a fair prospect of escaping frotn both. One of 
the results of this exodus will be a decided decline in the receipts of the 
State Treasury. A tax of $4 per month is levied on all foreigners who 
work in the mineg, but by common consent, or at least without public objee- 
tion, the tax is collected only from Chinamen, and they have in some 
years paid as much as $250,000. During the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1863, the amount was $186,000 ; but there has been a slow decline 
since, not so much because of the decrease in the number of miners as 
because of their inability to pay. Thetax collectors, who receive a pro- 
portion of the amount collected, and thus have a strong motive for studying 
the best method of managing the business, have found that by severity 
they would drive the Celestials away from their respective districts or coun- 
tics, so they generally try to accommodate their demands to the ability of 
the companies. In those claims which pay well, the full tax is exacted for 
every man; in others the tax is exacted for one-half or one-fourth of the 
miners, according to circumstances. This mode of doing business gives 
great opportunitics to dishonest collectors, who, it is said, accept $2 of 
Chinamen who demand reccipts, and $4 from those who do not; and as 
Celestials are not permitted (o testify in our Courts of “justice” against 
white villains, the swindle has the indirect sanction of the law. Frobably 
not half, perhaps not a third, of the collectors are guilty of this dishonesty, 
although both Chinamen and white men complain of it as a common 
thing. 














OUR TRADE FOR THE HALF-YEAR. 


(THE TIMES.) 

The official Trade Returns, just now completed to the end of last June, 
show that in the first six months of the present vear we exported goods 
from these islands to the value of about £88,000,000 sterling. That is 
the first bioad fact as it appears upon the new accounts; and the first 
deduction is that it represents a decline of about £5,000,000 compared 
with the trade of the corresponding period in 1866. That return, how- 
ever, was exceptionally large, so that the reduction expresses no serious 
abatement of the national industry. If we now proceed to analyse the 
aguregate before us, we shall soon arrive at three or four principal divi- 
sions. Just one quarter of the whole business was transacted with our own 
colonies, and all but one-half of that amount is due to India. In fact, if 
we set down £10,000,000 to India, £4,000,000 to Australia, £2.000,000 
to Canada, and £1,000,000 to Singapore, we shall have accounted at once 
for £17,000,000 out of the £22,000,000, while Hong Kong, the Cape 
and the West Indies will take nearly £3,000,000 more. The remainder is 
divided between 15 colonies or settlements, of which Gibraltar, Malta, and 
Ceylon are the most important and the Falkland Islands and Heligoland 
the least. 

Assigning, then, £22,000,000 out of £88,900,000 to our colonial 
trade, we have £66,000,000 representing our business with foreign na- 
tions—that is to say, with the rest of the habitable world, for there is literally 
not a region which our exports do not reach. In round numbers, we may 
again distribute this total between the four] quarters of the globe by giv- 
ing £35,000,000 to Europe, £5,000,000 to Asia, £5,000,000 to Africa, 
and £20 (00,000 to America. From this rough classification it will beseea 
that our Continental Trade is more than one-half of our whole foreign 
trade, and approximating to one-half of all our trade together. Indeed, 
during the particular period under review Germany alone was almost as 
good a customer tu us as the United States. Our trade with France— 
£5,800,000—is little more than half that with Germany, but it is buoy- 
ant, and may be materially increased. With Holland a very large business 
is done considering the smallness of the country. The Netherlands, with 
a population of 3,500,C00, take upwards of £4,000,000 worth of goods 
from us; Austria, with just ten times the population, takes just one 
tenth of the supply. Turkey deals largely with us, so does Italy, 
and so, fur its size, does Belgium, though the commercial 
intercourse with that country, which once represented the most 
important branch of English trade, has lost its relative magnitude. Stil’. 
Belgium is a better customer than Russia or Spain; though as regarcs 
the latter country it should be observed that we do a very considerable 
business with Cuba and the Philippines. The trade with Cuba in _parti- 
cular has been larger this year than the trade with Japan, and all but as 
large as that with Portugal. To Greece we actually send less than we do 
to the blacks of San Domingo, 
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Our Asiatic trade—that with British possessions excepted—is of course 
mainly with China, which takes upwards of £2,000,000 worth from us, 
while Japan figures for rather less than half that amount, and the Dutch 
East Indies for about £700,000. Our trade with Africa resolves itself 
practically into ‘he trade with Egypt, and that, in reality, means our trade 
with the countries beyond. Egypt is the high road to India, and, conse- 
quently, the exports and a Aah set down to the account of that country 
are preternaturally large. estern Africa, however, does figure for nearly 
£500,000 in the total of £5,000,000. and a pittance of some £25,000 is 
contributed by ‘“ Eastern” Africa. Whether the Abyssinian expedition 
will bring any modification in these figures we cannot pretend to conjecture. 
As to Northern Africa, Morocco, Tunis, and Algeria find places in the 
¥et, beyond doubt—the former country counting for £100,000, but the 
great French colony buys little more from us than Madagascar. 

In America—British colonies again excepted—we may say that our 
trade is pretty equally divided between North and South—that is, the 
several States of South America take between them British goods to about 
the same value as the United States alone. It must be remembered, 
however, that throughout these remarks we have been speaking only of the 
first six months of the present year, and that the Returns of the period have 
been affected by exceptional circumstances, Last year, for instance, our 
trade with the United States was above £15,000,000 instead of under 
£12,000,000, the difference being explained partly by the deficiency of 
the American harvest in 1866, and partly by the effects 
of the present prohibitive tariff. America, it may be hoped 
will one day resume her old transactions with us, but in the 
meantime there is something very remarkable in the commercial progress 
made by the States of the Southern Continent. Brazil, though her ac- 
count has considerably fallen off in this last return, is still a better cus- 
tomer to us than Italy, and the little republic of Chili has been a better one 
tuan Belgium. Here, however, it should again be noticed that the figures 
are accidentally large. Last year the Chilian ports were blockaded by 
the Spanish squadron, and it is the natural rebound of trade since the open- 
ing of the harbours which has carried up the return from £570,000 in 1866 
to £1,500,000 in 1867. Besides these States, the Argentine Republic, 
New Granada, and Uruguay are large dealers with us, and Venezuela and 
Ecuador add their quotas to the total. With Mexico, considering the 
capabilities of the country and the incredible wealth of its soil, we are, 
doing next to nothing, and perhaps the less we do the better. 

The countries bringing up the end of the list exhibit some curious varia - 
tions, all, no doubt, to be accounted for, but showing how capricious the 
demands of such places must be considered. Last year, for instance, the 
“ Islands in the Pacific” bought goods to the value of £100,000 from us, 
whereas this year the item is under £20,000; Persia took £25,000 worth 
in 1866, and but £6,C( ) worth in 1867; while Siam, which had thrown 
-off last year with orders to the extent of £4,000, has this year dropped out 
of the list altogether. On the other hand, Arabia has risen from £715 to 
£1,178, Bolivia from £408 to £3,074, and Madagascar from £1,612 ta 
£3,319. Moreover, if Siam has disappeared from our books, two entirely 
mew customers have presented themselves. The “ French possessions in 
India” open an account with £2,074, and the ‘‘ Northern whale fisheries ” 
with £100. 

Perhaps the most assuring features in these returns is the magnitude f 
the area over which the transactions extend. Forty-eight States and 
twenty-two colonies,covering between them the whole habitable globe, deal 
more or less with these islands. This division of risk, or multiplication of 
oppor iunities tends incredibly to the safety of our trade. When one door 
shuts another opens, says the proverb, and we have seventy doors to rely 
upon. The whole world cannot be in difficulties at once, and some cus- 
tomers are sure to make up for the backwardness of others. But to main- 
tain this trade we must also maintain our own industry. We undertake 
4t may be almust said, to clothe the world. Our exports represent, in the 
main, cotton, linen, woollen, and worsted manufactures ; our imports are 
the raw materials required for this industry, and the food to sustain us in 
the work. What other countries grow we make up for use, taking at the 
same time the abundance of their harvests to compensate the insufficiency 
of our own. That, in a few words, is a description of the national trade 
which is expressed in the Returns from which we have here been quoting. 
We are keeping our position pretty well, but it should not be forgotten 
that our rivals are now more numerous, more energetic, and more confident 
than in former times, and that we must prepare ourselves for a competition 
fa. more severe than any we have hitherto experienced.

An ioterestiag account of the Surveying Expedition in the Straits of 
Magellan, with Sketches, by Mr. Bedwell, of the Hydrographic Depart- 
ment, and formerly engaged in surveying in China, Japan, and Korea, has 
been published in the Zilustrated London News. 

A court-martial has been held on board the flag-ship Victory, at Ports- 
mouth, for the trial of Mr. James Rogers, supernumerary engineer on 
board Her Majesty’s troopship Urgent, lately arrived from China, on a 
charge of drunkenness. The prisoner pleaded “ Guilty,” and, having 
been previously convicted for a similar offence, the Court sentenced him 
to be_dismiased Her Majesty’s service. The Court was composed of 
Capt. F. B. P. Seymour, C.B., of the Victory, president ; Capt. George 
Hancock, of the Duke of Wellington; Capt. M. S. Nolloth, of the St. 
George ; Capt. Henry Boys, of the Warrior; Capt. John C. Soady, of 
; e Serapis; and Capt. Henry Phelps, of the Orontes. 

The men who came from China in Her Majesty's troopship Urgent 
have been paid off at Portsmouth. They were the crews of the Adventure, 
the Bustard, the Banterer, the Grasshopper, the Havock, the Hauyhty, the 
Slaney, and the Vigilant. The men were granted six weeks’ leave. The 
Ureent was taken into dock at Portsmouth for necessary survey and re- 
pairs previous to further troop service. 

It is announced at Woolwich that Captain Stirling's battery No. 9, 2nd 
Brigade, garrison Artillery, some time under orders for Ceylon, is to pro- 
ceed to Penang. 

Quartermaster Woon, of the Woolwich division Royal Marines Light 
Infantry, recently promoted, has been entertained by the commandant and 
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officers of the division at dinner. Quartermaster Woon’s service in the 
corps extends over a period of upwards of twenty-three years, including 
the Arctic expedition, in which he volunteered, in search of Sir Jobn 
Franklin, and also the expedition in China, under Sir James Hope. 

The death of Lieutenant- General Ward, R.E., promotes Major-Generel 
Montgomery Williams to be lieutenant-general, and Colonel Sir F. E. 
Chapman, K.C.B., Governor of Bermuda, to be major-general. By the 
same event Major Dillon, late of the 30th Regiment, becomes a lieutenant- 
colonel, and Captain G. H. Fraser, Royal Artillery, a major in the army. 

Sir Robert Napier will no doubt become Colonel-Commandant of the 
Roval Engineers, in succession to the late Lieutenant-General Ward. 

The whole of the squadron of iron mortar vessels built for service in the 
Black Sea during the war with Russia, and since laid up at Chatham 
Dockyard, are gradually being brought into use for service at the various 
ports. On Friday week an order was received at Chatham Dockyard direct- 
ing four of the iron mortar vessels at the eastern end of the yard to be 
brought forward for harbour service at Portland. One of them is to be 
fitted at Chatham, and three at Portsmouth Dockyard, by hired hands, 
who are to be entered at both establishments for the work. 

It has been usual on the occasion of trial trips for the makers of the 
engines to provide refreshments on board the vessel tried. The Lords of 
the Admiralty have issued an order directing that in future the custom be 
altogether discontinued. 

The surveying vessel IIvdra is not going, as was at first supposed, to 
sound the Red Sea in connection with the Abyssinian expedition, but is to 
be employed in taking soundings between Aden and Bombay, preparatory 
to the laying of the Anglo-Indian telegraph cable. 

The Serapis, iron screw troop ship, Captain Soady, arrived at Spithead 
from Quebec, with the fourth battalion of the Rifle Brigede. 

Nelson, screw line-of-battle ship, fitting for colonial steam guard and 
training ship at Victoria, Australia, is alongside the jetty of Portsmouth 
yard, rece'ving stores and general outfit. She will carry out muzzle-load- 
ing rifle guns, iron gun carriages and slides, and some large cast-iron guns 
fitted with steel tubes on Major Palliser’s plan, anda quantity of shot and 
shell, besides a quantity of stores for use in the colonies. Great difficulty 
is experienced in getting seamen to man this ship, and it is uncertain when 
she will leave on this account. It is reported that special inducements will 
be offered to secure an efficient crew to take her to Australia. 

St. George, 72, screw line-of-battle ship, Captain, Matthew S. Nol- 
loth, has left Portamouth Harbour for Spithead. She will receive 
ammunition and proceed to Portland as cvast-guard ship and training 
vessel for navigating cadets. ‘This fine wooden man-of-war has been at 
Portsmouth since the grand naval review at Spithead, having had all her 
defects made good. The gun-room, cadets’ school-room, and bath-room, 
have been enlarged, and many necessary alterations made. There arenow 
twenty-three navigating cadets on board, the full complement being forty. 
The young gentlemen appointed to this ship remain on board twelve 
months, receiving practical inatruction, and faving passed an examination 
they are appointed to various ships in commission, as navigating cadets, a 
rank formerly known as masters’ assistants. 

Her Majesty’s favourite yacht the Fairy is being internally demolished. 
Some time since an orde* was received that her stores be returned, which 
was equivalent toa direction to pull her to pieces, so far as her below 
deck fittings were concerned. The result was that this handsome yacht 
was stripped of furniture and ornaments. The looking glasses were re- 
moved, and even the glass door handJes returned to store. The alleged 
reason of this work of demolition is that Her Majesty will not permit the 
yacht to be used, except asa Royal y..cht, and as it is not deemed ad- 
visable to repair her at present, the stores or furniture and fittings were 
ordered to be returned to the dockyard. The Fairy is one of the fastest 
yachts afloat, even in these days of improved machinery. Her lines are 
admirable, and when in use she was a general favourite, going eighteen 
knots an hour. During the naval review she fouled a yacht and injured 
her stem, bending it round and breaking the plates. Jt was proposed to 
repair ber at an estimated cost of between £200 and £300; but, on re- 
terence being made to a memorandum about her condition—that she be kept 
water-tight—the damage was temporarily repaired to comply with the 
order literally, and the estimate was reduced to about £5. Mer engines 
are in excellent condition, and it is generally regretted that this favourite 
yacht of the Queen, Prince Consort, and Duchess of Kent, should be 
stripped, when she might be repaired and all her defects made good. 


The distribation of the Banda and Kirwee prize-money will commence 
on the 23rd Oct. The first proportion will be in the ratio of £50 for each 
private’s share. 

THE troopship Urgent, Capt. S. Henderson arrived at Spithead on the 
10th inst, and shortly afterwards went into Portsmouth harbour. She left 
Hong Kong on the 7th of June, calling at Singapore on the 20th, 
Mauritius, July 13; the Cape, August 1, Ascension 19, and St. Vincent 
29, and has brought home the officers and crews of several ships paid off 
and re-commissioned. The list comprise :—Capt. Waddilove, Lieut. 
M’Laughlin, Navigating-Lieut. Brent; Mr. Vinal, paymaster; Mr. 
Pearce, assistant-paymaster; Mr. Ryan, navigating sub-lieut., from Her 
Majesty’s ship Adventure; Commander Maynay and Navigaiing Sub- 
Lieut. Tarrington of the Bustard ; Lieut. Singleton of the Dove ; Lieut. 
Morrice of the Hardy; Lieut. Andoe and Navigating Lieut. Purvis of the 
Vigilant ; Lieut. Moncrieff of the Argus; Lieut. Hammond of the Icarus ; 
Navigating Sub-Lieut. Morrice of the Bantam; Dr. Hague and Mr. 
Street of the Rattler; Mr. Rowland, naval instructor, of the Pearl; Navi- 
gating Sub-Lieut. Barnes of the Havoc; Navigating Sub-Lieut. Kelly of 
the Grasshopper; Navigating Sub-Lieut. Clarke of tne Mauilla; Navi- 
gating Sub-Lieut. Scott of ihe Bristol; Assist.-Surg. Umberley of the 
Princess Charlotte; Mr. Brice midehipmen, of the Princess Royal ; 
Deputy- Assist. Superintendent of Siores Baker; Mr. W. G. Marsden and 
Mr. Mackintosh, 17 engineers, 17 warrant-officers, 374 seamen, marines, 
and invalids, and 14 soldiers, invalids and time-expired men; the latter 
were disembarked at the dockyard, and the former sent to the flag-ship 
Victory, three invalids nave died since leaving Hong Kong. 

The old 60-gun steamship Meeanee, 2,591 tons and 400-horse power, 
brought up to Woolwich from Sheerness, having had her engines re- 
moved, was undocked. She is intended to be prepared for hospital accom- 
modation on the China station.

THE HONG KONG GAMBLING ORDINANCE. 
Sir Richarp MacDoNNELL has astonished the colony of Hong 
Kong by more than one bold and original measure, but the 
ordinance which may be briefly described as “the Gambling 
‘** Ordinance” is certainly the most remarkable of them all, and 
seems to have given rise to more excitement than even the 
much-detested Stamp Act. The matter now under discussion 
however involves various considerations that were not affected 
by the last-named measure ; that was simply and purely a 
question of expediency, while this has to be considered as regards 
its religious, moral, aud social consequences as well. It is quite 
natural that such a measure—coming so unexpectedly, and 
appearing at the first glance so entirely opposed to the tra- 
ditional principles of English government—should be viewed 
with alarm and aversion by a large proportion of the 
colonists; and it is equally natural that the resident 
missionaries should take upon themselves the duty of acting 
as the mouthpiece of this party. At the same time 
‘it appears to us that these gentlemen, the purity and dis- 
interestedness of whose motives no one can doubt, have never- 
theless allowed their zeal in some measure to outrun their 
discretion. Their protest against the system is couched in 
spasmodic and vehement terms, instead of in the grave, earnest 
tone befitting their own position and the cause they advocate. 
Such phrases as “underhand and un-English,” “blindfold 
‘‘ the public,” “ barefaced hypocrisy,” are indicative rather of 
spleen and a spirit of party warfare than of a desire to convince 
by earnest argument or logical reasoning. And, moreover, the 
assertions put forward in these unpleasent terms are evidently 
exaggerated. We can see no satisfactory grounds for the 
assertion that the new system “will certainly lead to a large 
“ increase of gambling.” The Chinese population of Hong Kong 
is chiefly migratory, and consequently most difficult of 
control. Gambling is a vice inherent in Chinese nature. 
Mandarins and merchants are alike addicted to it—the very 
beggars in the streets with the alms bestowed on them gamble. 
We do not believe that any possible measure or regulation, 
on the part of the Government, could produce an increased 
amount of gambling. Every Chinaman, when the gambling 
mania is upon him, will indulge it to the utmost, whether 
legally or illegally. That the proposed system “will have a 
“ seriously demoralising effect on the Chinese” we are equally 
disinclined to credit. Certainly, the Chinese population of 
Hong Kong may be capable of further degradation—but probably 
not in this particular way. Again, the dogma that “the Govern- 
“ment has no right to countenance and sanction vice” is 
altogether over-strained. What human Government that ever 
existed was capabie of abolishing vice—and yet, what should 
we say of one that entirely tgnored it? Such a Government 
would be practic. ly worthless, for to mitigate an evil of any sort 
and to keep it in check we must recognise its existence. In 
short, although the efforts of the Rev. Mr. WarrEN and his 
colleagues deserve our respect as a fearless and conscientious 
endeavour to perform that which they as a body consider their 
duty, we cannot admit the arguments adduced to be so logical 

and convincing as they seem to expect. 

The GovERNoR’s reply appears to be one of moderation. His 
Excellency succinctly replies to each of the objections seriatin— 
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and, we must add, effectually demolishes them all. It is made 
clear enough that no evil can be greater or worse than the un- 
liceused gambling that now exists; and that the licensing system, 
by affording a means of regulating the vice, will permit of the 
many disorders attending it being suppressed, and will at a 
single blow destroy one great cause of the inefficiency of the 
colonial police. Sir RicHarD only distantly alludes to a fact 
that might well be urged as giving the strongest support to his 
scheme, namely, that a sin of deeper dye than gambling is re- 
cognised in Europe, and submitted to Government regulation 
and control. How many vain and fruitless efforts have been 
made to suppress what we euphoniously term “ the social evil,” 
and how unanimous, though reluctant, is the conviction that its 
abolition is a thing not to be hoped for! Even our own 
Government, always the most averse to recognise anything im- 
pure, has at last been driven by stern necessity to accede toa 
partial adoption—in the interests of our army and navy—of 
the restrictive measures long since in use on the Continent, 
although they are not yet adopted throughout the country. 
Taking into consideration the respective populations of the two 
cities, immorality of this nature probably prevails to about the 
same extent in London as in Paris; but being under police 
surveillance in the latter city, it is not such a fruitful source of 
broils, drunkenness, and disoiders of the worst description, 
often ending in murder, as with us. This is what Sir Ricnarp 
MacDonNELL proposes to do with gambling in Hong Kong ; 
success is of course not a matter of certainty, but the experi- 
ment is quite justifiable, and in our cpinion well worth a 
trial. One of the collateral advantages of the plan is, that 
the revenue produced by it will allow of a further postpone- 
ment of the operation of the unpopular Stamp Act, and another 
is that it will afford an additional chance of carrying on the 
Mint—an establishmeut that we believe all well-wishers of the 
colony would regret to see abaudoned. 

The correspondence on this subject received by last mail has. 
not been discussed by the London papers generally. The 
Daily News and Post published a part of the memorial to the 
Governor and the reply, but with no comments. The Sar 
remarks that the gross and shameless immorality which the 
Chief Commissioner of British Burmah was lately compelled 
to rebuke in the officials subordinate to him has drawn general 
attention to the common relaxation of moral restrictions which 
the ordinary life of Europeans in the East has a tendency to 
produce, “A very deplorable instance of this laxity,” says the 
Star, “is to be found in the fact that Sir R. G. MacDonneEL, the 
Governor of Hong Kong, has recently authorised the establish- 
ment aud conduct of a limited number of gambling houses in 
the colony. This official sanction of a practice which is con- 
demued by the English law, by that of China, and by the edu- 
cated opinion of this country without exception, has not been 
allowed to pass without protest on the part of the community, 
but the Governor persists in his policy. It is not probable that 
the Home Government will allow him to carry out the scheme 
which he has announced; but the Colonial-office has so often 
sanctioned unwise and improper action on the part of its subor- 
dinates, where public opinion has not emphatically recorded its 
protest against them, that it is well to be warned and to speak 
out in time against these immoral proceedings. The question 
of interest now is whether Sir RicoaRD MacDonneEty has satis- 
fied the scruples of H.M.’s Government on the subject. No 
doubt the Secretary of Stare for the CoLonres will communi- 
cate the decision arrived at by the next mail.” The writer of 
these stringent remarks appears to forget that the first hasty 
outcry of public opinion on matters which involve feelings of 
sentiment as well as questions of expediency is often retracted 
when due time has been taken for consideration ; and further, 
that numberless measures that have been ut first loudly con- 
demned, have in the end proved both wise and beneficial. Let 
us hope that the Gambling Ordinance may be included in this 
category. 


THE NEW SEASON’S TEA CLIPPERS. 


ONCE more this annual contest has resulted, the winner—by 
a few hours only—being the Ariel, Captain Keay. She left 
Foochow at 8.30 aM.on the 13th June and arrived in the 
docks at 7 A.M. on the 23rd September, thus performing the 
passage in 102 days, less one hour and a-half. The next best 
passage is that of the TZ'aeping, Captain Dowpy, who left 
England as chief officer, but assumed the command at the 
Cape of Good Hope, in consequence of the illness of Captain 
MacKinnon, who subsequently died there. The Taeping left 
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Foochow at 11.45 a.M.on the 4th June, and was docked in 
London shortly after 2 p.m. on the 14th September, or 102 
days three hours, thus leaving the victory to the Ariel by four 
hours and a-half, Had there been a premium for first arrival, 
as in former years, the Taeping would undoubtedly have 
got it. The Fiery Cross, which left Foochow on the morning 
of the 5th, arrived in the docks on the 23rd inst. in 110 days. 
The Maitland, which left on the 31st May, docked on the 24th, 
115 days. ‘The best passage, however, is that of the Sir Lan- 
celot, Captain Ropinson (late of the Fiery Cross), which sailed 
from Shanghai on 16th June, and docked on the 23rd inst. at 
eight a.x., accomplishing the passage in 99 days. This vessel did 
not come down the China Sea, but by the long Eastern passage. 
The other ships from Foochow and Shanghai, which sailed before 
the 15th Junc, are expected in the next few days.

TILE NEW SEASON'S TEA. 
A rather unworthy attempt has been made to spoil the sale of 


the new teas per Taeping, through the columns of the Daily News. 
That the Editor has been imposed on there can be no doubt 
amongst persons well informed in the trade. That the teas are 
not so good as they should be is agreed by all competent judges; 
but that retail dealers have made heavy losses in the purchase and 
sale’of tea, is a statement so far from fact that it has simply been 
held up to ridicule. ‘The following is the notice alluded to :— 


The Chinese have of late years adopted the practice of adulterating the 
spring-grown tea with the old and withered leaves of the previous season’s 
yield. In the new crop of Kaisow just to hand this system has been car- 
ried to such an extent that the usual characteristics of that description of 
tea—viz., ripeness and richness of flavour—have been entirely destroyed. 
The first arrival of Kaisow has in former years sold at 2s. 6d. to 3a. per 
lb.; but now, and principally through its fame, 2s. 2d. is the highest price 
obtainable for comparatively fine sorts, and sales are being pressed as low 
as 1s. 5d. Some judges affirm that, should the Tacping’s cargo fairly 
represent others en route with more plentiful supplies, many of these teas 
will only fetch the price of common Congou. At present the better- 
informed firms refuse altogether to purchase, as it is known that the Chi- 
nese, after having tired buyers with immense quantities of this compara- 
tively poor produce, have afterwards brought forward the finest qualities. 
It is also reassuring to know that musters of shipments from Shanghai of 
really fine Oopacks have arrived overland, and that the general quality of 
Congou from that port is superior to last year’s supply. It is thought 
that these facts should be made known amongst retail dealers, lest their 
losses, which have already been heavy from the prevailing commercial 
depression, should be increased by too early purchases of new tea. 

Messrs. W. S. Shuttleworth and Co., wholesale dealers, took the 
pains to have this printed as a circular, and issued it with the re- 
mark, ‘* We entirely concur in the views therein expressed.” We 
blush for Messrs. Shuttleworth’s recommendation, and would ask 
them if they supplied the information to the editor of the Daily 
News. On the following day ‘‘A Tea Broker” wrote to the 
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editor, and his remarks are certainly more cogent than the com- 
ments on it :— 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE DAILY NEWS. 

Sir,—In your money article of this day you make a statement on the 
subject of the quality of the new season's tea just at hand ex Taeping, to 
the effect that they “are largely mixed with old and withered leaves.” 
It is not to be expected that newspaper editors can be judges of such an 
article as tea; you must therefore be acquitted of any mischievous inten- 
tion to damage the interests of the consignees, but it is to be wished those 
who have afforded you this intelligence were equally free from interested 
motives. It is no novelty for the Chinamen to mix the new crop with 
leaves of the previous season, with the view of increasing the quantity, to 
meet the extravagant demand for fine tea at the opening of the season in 
China; it has been done, more or less, for years, but the very object pro- 
posed would insure the matter being carried out by an acute and intelli- 
gent race with reasonable caution. To use ‘‘old and withered leaves” in 
the sense you apply it would be deliberately to spoil the bulk, and render 
it comparatively worthless. That some parcels have Jast season's leaf 
mixed with the new is unquestionable; on the other hand, many are free 
from any admixture whatever, and all are sound, useful, serviceable tea, 
though not so fine as the average of some seasons. The effect of your 
article is to severely damage the interests of the consignees in that portion 
of the cargo still unsold, by raising an unfounded and most unreasonable 
prejudice, and that, in an article like tea, which is but imperfectly under- 
stood, is, beyond measure, mischievous, and may temporarily be equiva- 
lent to a confiscation of thousands sterling. It is generally the case that 
some disinterested person, who has been unable to “ get in” as well as his 
neighbours, favours the country trade with similar advice at his own ex- 
pense in a circular; but why you should adopt his interest, and save him 
that trouble, I am at a loss to see.—I am, &c., A TEA BROKER.

The reply of the Daily News was :— 


Our correspondent is illogical, and, indeed, contradicts himself. He 
rebukes us for having stated that there is any adulteration, or rather, as it 
would appear, for having, as he insinuates, ‘‘ damaged the interests of the 
consignees”’ of the Taeping’s cargo; yet, almost in the same breath, he 
admits the fact of the adulteration, but asserts that there is nothing new 
in the practice. We did not say there was anything very new in it; un- 
fortunately, the practice of adulteration complained of has been carried 
on for many years, but it has now proceeded so far as to make it neces- 
sary, in the interest of the great consuming body, that it should meet 
with public exposure. We are quite unable to understand how a journal 
eeeking to uphold the integrity of commerce, and the purity of the articles 
of which commerce is the purveyor, can be deemed deserving of such 
remarks as those ventured upon by our correspondent, who, we must 
infer, has interests which prevent him from clearly discerning the 
truth of the matter. As everybody knows, many of the lead- 
ing articles of trade are flagrantly adulterated in their passage through the 
hands of the retail dealers, and it is of vital importance to the consumer 
that every possible safeguard shall be established to ensure their reaching 
our ports in a pure state. Adulteration at home is surely sufficient with- 
out our food being subjected to similar practices by Chinamen and other 
foreigners. Some time ago the adulteration of Indian cotton was carried 
to such an extent as to threaten the falling into discredit and disuse of the 
whole of the Indian production of that article, but the outcry which was 
opportunely raised on behalf of the manufacturing interest has fortunately 
sufficed to bring about at least a partial remedy. We cannot help think- 
ing that the interests of the entire tea trade, both merchants and brokers, 
including our correspondent himself, would be best served were they firmly 
to set their faces against the practice of adulterating the article by which 
they live, even if such a course should occasionally involve the forgoing of 
a small commission. It need only be added that if the tea by the Taeping 
is a really good article, it cannot possibly be damaged by the mild criticism 
that has appeared in these columns. 








THE LATE SIR FREDERICK BRUCE, 


(THE TIMES.) 


With great regret we announce this morning the death yesterday of Sir 
Frederick Bruce, Her Majesty's Minister at Wasbington, from an attack 
of diphtheria. Within a period of four years the nation has lost the se1- 
vices of three members of one family, who were each endowed with emi- 
nent qualifications for the important work to which they severally devoted 
their lives. Lord Elgin died at Dhurmsala in the autumn of 1863, from 
the effects cf a short excursion in the hills following closely upon an ex- 
hausting season in the plains of India. He was but just acquiring an 
intimate knowledge of his duties as Viceroy, when an affection of the 
heart deprived India of a ruler of long experience and great ability. 
General Bruce, a devoted servant of the Crown, died while in attendance 
upon the Prince of Wales; and now their brother, who had shared with 
Lord Elgin the labours of his mission in China, and who excelled 
him in diplomatic skill if he was not his equal in geniality of disposition, 
has also been removed in the prime of his life and in the height of his 
usefulness. It is but a few weeks since Sir Frederick Bruce was pressed 
by Mr. Seward to spi him to his home at Auburn, and he must 
afterwards have returned to Boston, where he had already spent a part of 
the summer. There, apparently, he contracted the territle malady which 
sometimes sends in a few hours the strongest men to their graves, 

The country would have had much reason to deplore the death of Sir 
Frederick Bruce whenever it had happened; but his loss is an especial 
misfortune at a time when negotiations of the utmost intricacy and deli- 
cacy are pending with a Government which is not always disposed to 
approach Great Britain in a spirit of generosity and forbearance. Seldom 
has a citizen of another country visited the United States who possessed 
so keen an insight into the political working of the great Republic, and at 
the saine time ingratiated himself so thoroughly with every American who 
approached him. He did full justice to the people and their form of Go- 
vernment, while he read the national character with faultless nicety, and 
explored with large discrimination every detail in the action of their na- 
tional institutions. Americans who were best acquainted with their civil 
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polity perceived after a little conversation with him that he understood its 
machinery better than the majority of their countrymen. It might almost 
be said that he applied himself night and day to the systematic study of its 
merits and its defects through the medium of men or books. His own 
house at Washington was frequented by the most eminent political 
men whose duties detain them in that city a great part of every year. 
Although naturally somewhat impulsive in temperament, he invariably 
exhibited entire calmness and self command when the circumstances of 
his position led him into trial. In the spring of last year he accepted an 
invitation from the Secretary of State to attend the Hall of the House of 
Representatives, in order to hear a tributary oration to President Lincoln. 
He was compelled to listen to a violent and extravagant denunciation of 
England and other European Powers. Most Americans of any position 
felt that their sense of huspitality had been outraged, and called afterwards 
to console Sir Frederick Bruce. They found him earnest in his condolence 
with them upon having had a solemn occasion turned to their discredit. 
“ I know nothing of national sensibility in this matter,” he was accustomed 
to say. ‘Mr. Lincoln was a noble specimen of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
and as such I went to hear justice done to his memory. Beside the open 
grave men stand chastened and subdued, and all animosilies are extin- 
guished. If I am invited to see a savage put on war paint and flourish a 
tomahawk, and execute a war dance around it, the responsibility of the 
exhibition does not rest with me.” 

This imperturbable temperament in all his official relations served him 
well on many occasions from the day when he succeeded to the laborious 
duties relinquished by Lord Lvons, but never was it of greater advantage 
than in the protracted and difficult controversy concerning the Alabama 
claims. This discussion it fell to the lot of Sir Frederick Bruce to conduct on 
the part of Her Majesty, and we divulge no secret when we state that it was 
in accordance with the late Minister's repeated advice and exhortations that 
a wise overture towards a settlement was made by the present Government. 
He had succeeded in establishing for himseif relations of cordial friendship 
with Mr. Seward and the President, and probably there are few outside 
the circle of his own family who will be more shocked at the tidings of his 
death than the astute and keen-cyed old man with whom he had sustained 
ineessant diplomatic fence. Sir Frederick Bruce always cherished the 
ore that he would be able to render his country the service of removing 
a fertile ground of centention from the path of the two Governm:nts, and 
thus bring them into closer and more friendly relations. He tried hard to 
induce the administration at Washington to adopt some amicable method 
of terminating the long dispute. Mr. Seward may sometimes have been 
disposed to trifle with the subject; at other times he may have made it 
appear of cardinal and portentous consequence. But the British Minister 
was always watchful to seize every opportunity of advancing towards such 
a reconciliation as would not offend the pride and honour of either people. 
It was greatly owing to his firm and persuasive representations that the 
United States’ Government interrupted last year the preparations for the 
Fenian raid into Canada, and his own acuteness often changed the 
opinions of those members of the President's Cabinet who were distin- 
guished for the bitterness of their prejudices against the cuuntry he repre- 
sented so efficiently. 

He is gone, and the duty devolves upon the Government of appointing 
a representative to one of the most onerous and perplexing offices in its 
gift. Each occupant of that post finds his labours more exacting than 
those of his predecessor. Lord Lyons had the Trent affair to arrange, but 
it was an exigency which brought his Government to his side with posi- 
tive instructions. The critical difficultics in which Sir Frederick Bruce 
was sometimes placed could only be met by the unprompted discretion of 
the Minister. We render to the dead but justice when we record that he 
never deceived or disappointed his Government, and was never in the 
smallest act of his life unworthy of the great nation which it was his pride 
to serve. It is impossible to over-estimate the mischief an incautious 
or unguarded man acting in his capacity might occasion, and, there- 
fore, in choosing his successor every consideration ought to be 
set aside, except the single one of personal fitness for the office. 
The old sources of irritation which Sir F. Bruce endeavoured to 
close for ever may easily be re-opened, and we should anticipate more 
good fortune than ordinarily falls to the lot of nations or individuals if we 
dared to hope that no new cause of umbrage on either side would arise. 
England and America are too nearly related not to disagree on minor 
topics. A man of quick observation, of a tolerant and elastic mind, and 
of large compass of thought will know how to deal with these emergencies 
when they present themselves, and such a man it is now incumbent upon 
the Government to send to Washington. The American people need no 
assurance from us that the good relations which the late Minister made it 
his daily study to promote will be taken up in the same spirit by his suc- 
cessor. ‘There must come a day when small national vexations will be 
abandoned by common agreement, and till it arrives the only course Eng- 
land can pursue is to give evidence of her friendliness towards a people of 
her own race and her own nurture by sending to them as her ministers 
men like him whose loss she now laments. 











THE CONDITION OF FINANCE. 

A writer in The Times on the present and late extraordinary 
condition of the money market says :— 

I find that six of the great joint-stock banks in London hold just upon 
£63,000,000 of the public's money. This sum is greater now, when they 
are only paying J per cent. on deposits, than it was last year, when they 
Were paying 6 per cent. and upwards. The Bank of England minimum 
was then 10 per cent., it is now 2 per cent. 

We can understand that people can keep their money in the form of 
deposits instead of shares under such circumstances as those of last year, 
because the deposits earn as much, or nearly as much, as if invested in 
shares, and are more readily accessible. But at atime when deposits are 
only earning | per cent. while an investment in bank shares would yield 
from 5 or 6 to as much as 9 per cent. the enigma appears insoluble. 

I think this proposition is self-evident—that nobody would trust his 
money in the shape of deposits to a bank in whose stability he had not the 
fullest confidence ; in other words, he must believe that his money would 
practically be as safe invested in its stock as lodged in its till. “For all 
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practical purposes this, I think, is indisputable. We all know, doubtless, 
that as a shareholder he might not merely lose his money, but tmight be 
liable to his last shilling to the creditors of the bank in case it broke; 
whereas in the character of depositor he might get back his money in 
whole or in part should such a failure occur. But what I think there is 
no question about is, that unless the depositor had the strongest con- 
viction in his own mind that nothing of the sort would happen, he would 
not deposit his money with the concern, and, therefore, practically its 
shares must, in his eyes, be as safe as the deposits in its till payable at call, 

Yet, in the face of this, the prices of the shares of the best joint-stock 
banks are so low as to pay from 5 or 6 to even 9 per cent. on the invest- 
ment. If people withdrew their deposits altogether and hoarded them in 
their strong box at home, or buried them in the garden, one could under- 
stand it; but that they should leave them in the banks, where they only 
earn | per cent., when they would practically have just the same security 
for from 5 to6to as much as 9, is one of those things which no ore can under- 
stand, let him be as bright as Dundreary is dull. The apprehension that 
prices may go lower rather increases the puzzle than otherwise, for if 
people bought the prices would go up, so that this rests with the public. 
Even if the dividends payable in the future be less than in the past year, 
still there is such a wide difference between 1 per cent. on deposits and 
even the minimum | have mentioned of 5 or 6 per cent. on shares as to 
leave a considerable margin, and it cannot be supposed that depositors at 
I per cent. are speculative people who want to gamble, but rather sober, 
plodding persons, who only seek a safe investment. 

Allow me to give a few figures in further illustration. The London and 
Westminster, according to the statement at its last meeting, holds more of 
the public’s money this year than it ever held before. The London and 
County, according to its last report, £12,032 334 this year, compared with 
£10,718.483 last. The Union holds £10,614,718 this year, as against 
£10,260,531 last. Now take an illustration of the rate of interest on the 
investment. The London and Westminster shares are in quite an un- 
settled state, owing to the recent issue of 50,000 new shares to double its 
capital, and the prices rise and fall capriciously through this exceptional 
cause, so that I leave that out of the question. The National 
Bank, again, has been affected by the Fenian disturbances, &c., 
and is therefors not in its normal condition. Then there is the 
London Jvint-Stock, which has just issued a lot of new shares, 
and there are other banks which have been affected by some 
cause oranother. These, therefore, will not so well serve the purpose of 
illustration, because their shares stand at an exceptionable figure. But 
letus take a bank the shares of which stand very high (relatively), and 
which is quite in a settled state, its new shares having been long on 
market. The London and County shares are quoted at 54 to 56. Sup- 
pose the idee paid were £55. The Midsummer dividend was £2 4s. per 
share both this year and last, and last Christmas dividend was £2 16s., 
making £5 for the year on £55 investment; that is, at the rate of 9 per 
cent. Yet this bank, in common with the others, pays 1 per cent. on its 
deposits, and whereas it held only £10,718,483 of the public’s money last 
year, when the deposits earned 6 per cent. it holds £12,032,334 now. 
Even the National Bank, whose branches are spread all over Ireland, and 
which, therefore, might be supposed to have suffered so much from 
Fenianism, holds £4,906,837 this year, as compared with £5,169,033 last

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

The Second Chamber of the States General was opened on the 16th 
inst. with the following speech from the throne :— 

‘‘Gentlemen,-—It is always with true pleasure that I open the legisla- 
tive session. The accomplishment of this task is doubly agreeable to me 
to-day, when I have satisfactory communications to make to you upon the 
situation of the country. 

“The dissolution of the ties which united one of our provinces to Ger- 
many, effected during the past year, has since obtained international sanc- 
tion by the London treaty of May 11th last. 

‘I entertain the hope that, when experience shall have proved the 
harmlessness of the works executed in the Eastern Schelut, our relations 
with Belgium will more and more acquire a character of reciprocal friend- 
ship. 

‘“*T am glad to be able to announce to you that we continue to entertain 
the best relations with all other foreign Powers, 

“Although it is agreeable to allude to the praiseworthy manner in 
which the army and navy acquit themselves of their duties, I find myself 
nevertheless forced to ask your assistance for the purpose of giving some 
extension to our regular forces. In the meantime care will be taken to 
drill the National Guard, so far as the existing law admits. 

‘Measures are being adopted to subdue, with the aid of Providence, 
the epidemic that has again appeared in some localities of our country. 
The efforts made tu eradicate the cattle plague have been crowned with 
success, For a long time past only a few sporadic cases of this epizootic 
malady have been observed. 

“During the year that has elapsed public and private education has 
continued to form the object of my careful attention, You will imme- 
diately be invited to discuss the Bill upon university education. A Bill 
intended to lighten the burden imposed upon the periodical press by the 
stamp duty will also be laid before vou. 

‘Commerce, navigation, and trade are in a favourable position. You 
will be asked to examine new arrangements for the verrification of weights 
and measures, and a Bill upon the regulation of the pawnbroking system. 

‘“‘ The harvest generally has been good, but the products of maritime 
fisheries have been Jess abundant. The works upon the State railways are 
being actively carried on, and the completion of some of the lines will not 
be long delayed. Two new lines executed by private enterprise will soon 
be opened to the public. If the present estimates are realised, the revenue 
will suffice during the current year for the requirements of the public service 
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necessity to resort to extraordinary measures. 

“The Bill respecting the financial responsibility of the Ministers, the 
Bill regulating the Board of Control over the State finances, with certain 
Bills intended to simplify the levy of the succession duties, will subse- 
quently be laid before you. Your deliberations upon the Lill for a new 
code of criminal procedure will facilitate the introduction of the new judi- 
cial organisation. With the same object I shall cause a Bill for revising 
the judicial districts to be immediately brought in. You will also pro- 
bably have the opportunity of discussing a new Bill upon the code of civil 
procedure in the course of the present session. A measure upon consular 
jurisdiction, with various Bills relating to a partial revision of the military 
criminal codes, will soon be communicated to the Chambers. An opportu- 
nity will also be afforded you of taking into consideration the organisation 
of the State police. 

‘‘The numerous requirements and differences of opinion with reference 
to colonial affairs have not failed to exercise their influence upon the 
situation of our possessions in the East Indies. My first care will conse- 
quently be devoted to the interests of the State in those countries, avoiding 
everything which might compromise public tranquillity or excite the dis- 
content of the native populations. I shall willingly lend my assistance to 
the development of agriculture and private enterprise, provided other inte- 
rests are not compromised thereby. I have heard with regret that an 
earthquake has caused numerous deaths in part of the island of Java. The 
situation of the Dutch possessions in the West Indies continues to be gene- 
rally satisfactury, although the necessity of importing labourers into Suri- 
nam is still largely felt. 

“Other labours also await you. 
zeal for the interests entrusted to your charge. 
blessing, contribute to the welfare of the country. 
ordinary session of the States-General open.” 

Notwithstanding the addresses in reply to the speech were most colour- 
leas in both the Chambers, discussion of them was used to ask information 
from the Minister of the Colonial Department with regard to his intentions 
respecting a Culture Bill, an India Ground-rent Bill, &c. The important 
but very lengthy discussions that followed I can give in very few words. 
The Minister declared himself so Conservative that the Dagllid applauded 
most of the programme, and of course the cultures are to be maintained. 
I sincerely regret that this will again disappoint India; but on the other 
side, the Minister made known his programme frankly. 

Some days ago there arrived at the Hague Prince MimbouTayou, brother 
of the Shiogoon of Japan, with his suite of about thirty persons. The 
Prince was received at the railway station by two Royal Chamberlains ; and 
several Japanese, who have resided here for some years, were present. 
After the Prince had arrived at the Hotel Belle Vue, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs called on him, and had a conference of about an hour. The Captain- 
Lieutenant of the Royal Navy, Jhr. J. H. van Capellen, bas been appointed 
by his Majesty officer in charge of the Prince during his stay in this 
country. On the 17th inst. the Prince had a private audience with our 
King. An enormous crowd was present on the occasion, and the prince, 
who is only fifteen years old, attracted the’greatest attention by his brilliant 
attire. Mr. von Siebald acts as interpreter. The Prince is never alone ; 
even when he takes a bath two officers watch over him. The Prince and 
his suite have already made many trips into the country to inspect some of 
our principal agricultural and industrial establishments, and he has also 
visited our harbour at Nieuwe Diep, to inspect the new ironclad Prins 
Frederik der Nederlanden, the Haarlemmermeer, the works from the canal 
from Amsterdam to the North Sea, besides the towns of Amsterdam, Ley- 
den, Haarlem, &c. 

The Minister of the Financial Department made his statement on 
Saturday last. Notwithstanding that he has before stated that the 
Liberals had left the treasury in a most deplorable condition, he now said 
that the Government will not be obliged to have recourse to extraordinary 
measures to cover the amount that will be necessary for the State service. 
The expenses for 1867 are fixed now at 117,123,494,244f., whilst the 
valuation of the receipts is 117,252,547,074f., so that there is a net 
balance of 129,052,83f. The amount to be provided by India is valued at 
14,856,334,63f This favourable result is, however, only obtained by the 
Minister absorbing all the favourable balances of former ‘years. The ex- 
penditure for 1868 is given at 99,675,990f., which amount is to be 

diminished for extraordinary expenses to 86,700,000f., and this sum, the 
Minister stated, will be covered by the ordinary means. The contribution 
of India for 1868 is valued at 10,600,000f., but the Minister said that this 
amount may be regarded as the minimum. Apparently the total amount 
of expenditure is much decreased, but it must not be forgotten that no 
more money will be spent for the redemption fund than that fixed by the 
law, and that only twelve millions will be used for the construction of rail- 
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ways. 

The police at the Hague have discovered a scheme for issuing false 
Confederate Bonds, for 12f. to 14f. It had branches in America, London, 
Amsterdam, Frankfort, &c., and it is quite certain that a great many of 
these falsifiedjbonds are already in circulation. A lithographer in the Hague 
made the bonds but he did not know for what purpose. On a certain day 
one of his confreres called on him and saw one of the copies. Of course he 
asked for some information, the result of which was that the contractor in- 
formed the police, who arrested one of the members of the conspiracy when 
he came to fetch the 500 printed copies, 

- One of our East India houses, Messrs. A. van Hoboken and Zoon, are 
involved in severe pecuniary losses, owing to one of their store-houses 
falling down filled with sugar and tobacco. It is said that the losses will 
amount to 200,000f., but I think thissum much overrated. The greatest 
part of the tobacco was to be offered fur sale in a few days. 

We are now free from cholera, only some sporadic cases having occurred 
The rinderpest has also disappeared. 

The lieutenant of the R. N. M. P. Struick died some days ago in the 
hospital here, from wounds received at the expedition of Siujang. The 
papers speak in the highest terms of the bravery and courage of this officer, 
who was only 25 years old. 

In Enschede some disturbances of the public order took place in conse- 
quence of a measure taken by the manufacturers to establish a fund for 
widows of workmen aad to provide them with money when the workmen 
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they declined to consent. The houses of some of the principal manu 
—_ were much damaged in the row, but troops have restored the public 
order.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
I{amBuRG, September 24. 


Among the more important Bills that have passed the Bundesrath and 
are now awaiting the confirmation of the German Parliament is one for 
creating and legalising a Federal flag for all vessels belonging to the 
Union. Arts. 54 and 55 of the Constitution enact that the merchant 
vessels of all the Maritime States of Germany are to be fused into one 
mercantile navy, with one single flag common to all, the colours to be 
black, white, and red. In the preamble ot the new Bill it is stated that 
the law of nations requires every sea-going vessel to carry a national flag, 
and lays stress on the importance of its strict execution; for only such 
vessels as carry a national flag recognised by other maritime States can 
claim the advantages secured by treaties with other countries both in times 
of war and peace, in the former case, however, only when neutral. The 
Bill provides that no German mercantile vessel can be permitted to wear 
any other national flag than the Federal one, under the penalty of losing 
her claim to the protection afforded by it, and the risk of being treated as 
a pirate. The right and privilege of carrying the German Federal flag 
can only be exercised by those vessels exclusively owned by persons who 
enjoy the right of settlement in one of the Confederated States; and in 
the case of joint-stock companies, where the seat of the management is 
in one of such States. The other clauses of the Bill contain the particu- 
lars respecting the ships’ registers, the enrolling of seamen, the mode of 
measuring the capacity and tonnage of vessels, certificates of origin, &c. 
It ie, moreover, enacted that the possession ofa register is to be considered 
sufficient proof of the right to carry the German national flag. 

The fair at Nijni-Novgorod is over, the flag having been hauled down 
on the 26th of August, old style (Sept. 7). The Kiachta tea dealers re- 
turn home in very depressed spirits, having sold their stocks at a loss and 
at long credits, varying from twelve to twenty-four months; whilst the 
cotton and iron merchants are in a similar position, their only hope for 
the future being bound up in the execution of the Siberian railway that 
has been projected and commenced. The failure of a large Moscow 
house, with liabilities to the tune of 2,800,000 silver roubles, was an- 
nounced during the fair, and tended to increase the general depression. 
On the termination of the faira grand banquet was given by the mer- 
chants to the Governor of the province, General Odinzow, at which Col. 
Bogdanowitch, one of the speakers, laid much stress on the necessity of 
great exertions for the completion as soon as practicable of the great 
Siberian railway, his remarks being received with vociferous applause. 

Herr Niebuhr, Consul at Rangoon for the Hanseatic city of Bremen, 
has been appointed corresponding member of the Bremen Society for 
Natural History. 

The Japanese Embaesy to Switzerland have left that country and pro- 
ceeded to Holland. Before quitting Berne they expressed themselves 
much pleased with their visit, and left behind them some valuable presents, 
among which is a large geographical map of Japan, executed by native 
artists. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The increased animation observable last week in the produce markets 
has been continued ever since, and the prices of most articles are firm. 
The demand this week for cleaned Rice was particularly lively, and in 
some instances higher rates were paid. Cassia Lignea remains in favour, 
and the late advance is fully established. Several parcels of Cloves 
have changed hands at rather higher rates, and Pepper still commands an 
easy sale. For Spelter the demand has slackened, and prices have re- 
ceded a shade; the sales of the week being only 3,500 centners at 14 
marks 1 sch. Banco. Discount 1} to 12 per cent. for good paper.

The biddings for £100,000 in bills on India were held at the 
Bank of Evgland. The amounts allotted were to Calcutta 
£99,500, and to Madras £500. The minimum price was fixed 
at 1s, Llid. on Calcutta and Madras—a reduction of 1 per 
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cent. Tenders at 1s. 11$d. will receive about 21 per cent. ; 
those above will be allotted in full. No tenders for bills on 
Bombay were invited. These results show no active demand, 
although the price paid, owing to the smallness of the amount 
offered, is about 1} per cent. higher than that of a month ago. 

At a meeting held lately of the Hong Kong and China Gas 
Company a dividend of 5 per cent. for the year was declared, 
and the accounts from Hong Kong were considered very favour- 
able. 

A general meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation will be 
held on the 24th October, when an interim dividend for the 
half-year ended the 30th of June last will be declared. 

Several of the consignees per Ajav still contend that the 
passge was not performed in 75 days, and that they are en- 
titled to the reduction of 30s.per ton, The shippers are much 
to blame in not having the bills of lading more clearly defined. 

It is stated that the negotiation of the contemplated Hun- 
garian Railway loan for £8,000,000 has been intrusted to the 
Societe Generale of Paris, and that it is likely to be issued 
simultaneously in this country, Germany, and France. 

It is stated that the surveys ordered by Lord Cranborne of 
Captain Sprye’s proposed telegraph and tramway route from 
Rangoon to the western frontier of China, a distance of 500 
miles, has been completed, aud that the results confirm the 
views expressed as to its practicability. For some years past 
a strong interest has been taken in the project at nearly all the 
leading centres of trade in this country, but it has met with 
great opposition from the Indian officials, On this subject a 
correspondent writes :-— 

Would it not be well to ascertain whether a much easier route is not to 
be found by going right up the Irrawaddy to Bamoo, which is 500. miles 
abore Mandalay, the present capital of Burmah, and lese than 200 from 
the Chinese frontier, aud accessible to steamers? In 1863 I went to Man- 
dalay to see the King of Burmah about English steamers going up, and I 
had no trouble in getting his permission, the truth being that he would be 
glad to allow anything that promises an increase of revenue. I may men- 
tion that I am acquainted with the navigation of the Ganges, Berhampoo- 
ter, and the Irrawaddy, and that of these three great rivers I consider the last 
to be the least difficult.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, W. C. P. 

The bills of Messrs. J. Hewitt and Co., of Liverpool, cotton 
importers, have been returned. The firm held a good position 
in the trade, and it is feared the engagements may reach from 
£250,000 to £280,000. Nothing definite has transpired with 
respect to property. 

The announcement alluded to in our last issue that 
Mr. William Chappell, silk broker, of Coventry, through 
inability to meet his engagements, had been compelled to call 
his creditors together, has we regret to learn been followed 
by the suspension of payment by Messrs. Peters and War- 
burton, ribbon and smallware manufacturers, of Coventry and 
London. In each case the liabilities are said to be about 
£80,000. With reference to the failure of these firms the 
Birmingham Gasette states :-— 

There can be no doubt that these mercantile embarrassments are 
attributable much less to actual depression in the silk trade than to the 
collapse of a system of accommodation bills for some time past carried on 
by these houses, and some smaller ones in Coventry, together with one or 
two firms in the North of England, and several bouses in London. It ma 
be reasonably hoped, however, that the stoppage of most of the firms whi 
have been engaged in it—though productive at the time of much suffering 
and precuniary loss to many classes of trades people—having effectually 


weeded out the ‘‘shaky” establishments, will in the end be beneficial to 
the leyitimate trade of the city. 

The following extract is from the Produce Markets Review 
in reference to a letter which appeared in the Japan Times 
signed “ R. C. B.” :— 

‘It will be seen that ‘ R. C. B.” in reality does little to meet what we 
said, but raises so many side issues, that it is difficult to see the exact 
point of his letter. He meets our suggestion, that the time may come 
when tea-tasters will be drawn from a more practical class—by saving 
that the class from which they are now drawn is sufficiently practical, and 
that the social harmony in the hongs would be interrupted were an inferior 
class of men employed. The first is a question of fact of which merchants 
alone can judge, and so far as‘ R. C. L.'s’ testimony goes, be is rather un- 
fortunate, for Messrs. F. Huth and Co. than whom none can be 
better acquainted with the subject, appear to think that the losses in tea 
are in great measure due to the enormous speculations of tea-tasters; and 
if so, we may fairly infer that the latter have not a sufficient acquaint- 
ance with their business. The second point he raises is one of feeling, 
which has nothing to do with the purchase of teas. The tea market is now 
in London, and not in China; and the buyers here are anxivus to obtain 
much more knowledge than they have hitherto possessed of the manner in 
which trade is conducted in China. It is so difficult to obtain this infor- 
mation that very slight and imperfect statements have to be relied upon, 
and we should only be too happy to acknowledge ourselves wrong if some 
of our readers in China would take upon themselves the task of pointing 
out our errors, or supplying us with euch information as it may be in their 
power to give.” 


The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
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Bangalore from Southampton on the 20th inst., was in gold, 
to Alexandria, £10,000; to Galle, £100; to Madras, £939 ; 
in silver, to Hong Kong, £25,486 ; to Shanghai, £2,580 ; 
total in gold, £11,039 ; in silver, £28,066. 

The report of the Mauritius Land Credit and Agency Company (Limited) 
shows an available total of £2,579, and recommends a dividend of 2s. per 
share, making, with the distribution in March, a total of 10 per cent. for 
the year. This will absorb £1,250, and after appropriating £1,200 to 
preliminary expenses a balance of £129 will remain to be carried forward. 
In the course of next year another £2 per share is intended to be called up. 

A petition for the winding up of the Ceylon Coffee Estates Company 
(Limited) is to; be heard before Vice-Chancellor Malines on the 8th 
November. 

The accounts from Manchester report the suspension of Messrs. H. 
and A. Warrens, but their liabilities are understood to be moderate. 

A prospectus has been issued of the Clerks’ Dining Company, which has 
been formed to open establishments in the city to provide shareholders and 
subscribers with shilling dinners, and to supply provisions for home con- 
sumption on equally economical terms. The proposed capital is £20,000, 
in shares of £1 each, one-fourth to be paid up.
